| FRENCH BARE 


Former Premier Cites Efforts 
to Avoid Clash. 


Left Frontier Unprotected to 
Affirm Rights. 


|Proclaimed Before World De- 


sire for Peace. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. 
PARIS, Feb. 1.—Ca July 30, 1914, 
the French government ordered its 


troops to retire eight or ten kilo- 
meters from the frontjer, having 
heard that the German troops were 
moving toward it, Rene Viviant, 
former Premier, declared in the 
Chamber of Deputies last night in 
the course of disclosures concerning 
the origin of the war. M. Viviani 
was Premier when the war broke 
out. ; 

“It was on July 30,” he sald, “that 
the government decided that the 
French troops should retire eight 
or ten kilometers from the frontier. 
On the same day I requested Paul 
Cambon (French Ambassador in 
London) by wire inform Sir Ed- 
ward Grey of the measure taken. 
“‘England,’ I said, ‘will realize 


ithat if France is firm, it is not she 


who is taking measures of aggres- 
sion. Although Germany has moved 
her troops up on her battle line the 
government of the French republic 
intends to demonstrate that France, 
as well as Russia, bears no responsi- 
bility for the attack.’ 
“Could we risk a murderous war 
upon the chance meeting of patrols? 
We desired to prociaim high before 
the world that if France were forced 
to fight she would do so for right 
and justice and not take advantage 
of any equivocation.” | 
CRITICISES MOVE. 
M. Viviani’s speech was in reply 
to questions by Deputy Fernando 
Engerand, who sharply criticised the 
abandonment of the ten-kilometer 
zone. He claimed that it was a 
technical mistake because the min- 
eral valley of Briey was within 
range of the French guns, and had it 
been bombarded intensively for three 
or fouf days the German iron-ore 
deposits and factories would have 
been destroyed and Germany placed 
in an inferior position regarding 
minerals. This, the Deputy thought, 
would have brought about an end 
of the war in six months. 
' Deputy Engerand added that the 
abandonment of the French sources 
of minerals and iron without a fight 
created a situation which caused the 
first battle of the Marne to become a 
Pyrrhic victory instead of the ab- 
solute defeat of the enemy. 
Former Premier Vivianit replied 
that the abandonment of the Briey 
Valley in the event of war had a 
decided upon by the General Sta 
in January, 1914. A withdrawal to 
a depth of twenty-five kilometers 
was first considered, said M. Viviani, 
who then read @ telegram from Gen. 
Joffre, dated July 30, reading as fol- 


lows: 

READS MESSAGES. 
"For diplomatic reasons {ft is in- 
dispensable that no incident occur 
at the frontier. No unit and no pa- 
trol shall advance east of the line 
fixed.” 
M. Viviani then read a message 
from Adolphe Messimy, the Minis- 
ter of War at that time, as fol- 
lows: 
“In order to assure English col- 
laboration, {ft is indispensable that 
French troops do not cross the gen- 


eral line decided upon unless a reg- 


ular attack is made upon them.” 
On August 2, Gen. Joffre, Jearning 
that seventeen violations of the 
French frontier had been committed, 
telegraphed to Premier Viviani ar 
follows: 
“The interdiction against crossing 
the line indicatea is lifted, but for 
national reasons of diplomatic ant 
moral order, it is indispensable to 
leave to the Germans the entire re- 
sponsibility for hostilities. Conse- 
quently, our troops will merely hold 
the enemy back a throw him upon 
the frontier withdut pursuing him 
nd.

DRAMATIC MOMENT. 
“Then war was declared. The 
President of the republic wrote a 
letter to King George, which was 
publisheu in the press at that time, 


unpublished. It read: ‘I admire the 
limitation which france willingly 
imposed -upon herself and which so 
vitally concerns her military de- 
fense.’ 

The former Premier was laboring 
under great emotion and his voice 
was at high pitch, carrying to ev- 
ery corner of the spacious chamber, 
as he concluded: 

“It is essential that the world 
know that in order to assure the 
peace of the world, we were mak- 
ing such a sublime sacrifice in un- 
covering our frontier in order to af- 
firm our right. Do you think that 
great and noble America would have 
remained indifferent to such a strik- 


iscuss, 
France, by her withdrawal ten kilo- 
meters away from her frontier, has 
given the world proof of her ear- 
nest desire for peace.”

West of this point is the Murman 
coast military sone, which is under 
Allied control, but which is sepa- 
rated under a distinct command 
from the organizations in the Arch- 
angel district. 

This frozen little fishing village 
of 3000 people is the American 
headquarters and the rest station 
for the Onega River forces. For 
almost 100 miles up the ice-bound 
river the Americans have fought 
their way and are holding one of 
the southernmost outposts. This 
fort is the farthest north battle line. 

Today when I drove up to the big 
log house, where the American 
headquarters are, it was 30 deg. be- 
low zero, but our sturdy sons from 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Illinois, 
making up part of the Three Hun- 
@red and Thirty-ninth Infantry, did 
not mind it in the least. Their 
sheepskin-linead great overcoats, fur 
caps, Arctic boots and mittens kept 
them warm and comfortable. It is 
not too cold to play on skis or 
snowshoes, but it is no fun fighting 
in such weather. 

LIKE INDIAN CAMPAIGNS. 

At present the front is quiet, with 
only a stray exchange of shots 
when some wandering patrols meet, 
thus marring the frozen silence. 
Along the entire North Russia line 
the same condition exists today. 


|The Americans scattered in small 


units over a district roughly esti- 
mated at 60,000 miles square, are 
doing much the same sort of garri- 
son duty that the regulars did on 
the western frontier posts forty 
years ago during the Indian cam- 


In this tar-away river sector the 
Americans are left to thetr own re- 
sources and devices. It is their 
own campaign and with the White 
Sea partly frozen and the only con- 
nection with the Archangel base 
over a 160 miles of sied trail, they 
must be prepared for any 2mer- 
gencies. They seem to be at the 
other end of the world and the war 
here seems to be ch 
war. For almost 190 miles up the 
broad snow-covered Oneea River 
running through forests, the Amerit- 
cans are strung. It is like a long 
arm outstretched with closed fist at 
the end. 


For a month at a time, half of 


the Americans serve without relief 
in the oltockhouses, outposts and 
reserve river pusitions. They ther 
take up the long hike down the 
frozen river to the rest camp 
here. Two or three weeks later 
they hit the snow trail back to the 
outpost grind again with the pe- 
trol sorties from the enemy posi- 
tions as their only diversion. Now 
and again there is an action of 


some local consequence The fact 


that ft breaks the snow-bound ex- 
fstence makes ft almost welcome. 
CAN'T CONGEAD SPIRITS. 

At rare intervals the big chance 
comes to push the long arm of the 
force further into Bolsheviki land. 
Then even the zero weather cannot 
congeal the spirit of the drive that 
has always rized the 
American action. 
The world’s mind has been dulled 
by tales of heroism end the little 
action down the frozen river in a 
forgotten outpost in North Russia 
seems hardly worthy of mention. 
but at the same time ft shows even 
clearer than some of the glorious 
episodes of the American arms in 
that the men of America 
have a fine courage and do well 
@ny task they are put to. 

In France there was the thrill 
and glory of a well determined 
flaring crusade to carry them 
through—-here there is only the 
enthusiasm of plain Americanism. 
But it is enough to send a handful 
of Amertcans through the forest 
against the Bolsheviki machine 
guns, always outnumbered, but 
never stopped. It took ten to one 
to check the e#ed@vance and make 
them give even a part of the 
ground gained. 

The story of the fighting through 
the woods, up the river bottom and 
of the hand-to-hand struggling 'n 
the tiny log huts tin the peasant 
is a running story 


A score of men 
themeelves, but Capt. Richard Balle. 
a singer of sault Ste. Marie, Mich.. 
who was commanding, modestly 
picked only three for special 
recommendations for medals, those 
being Corp. James Murray, Private 
Raymond Edwards, and Private 
William White. Murray and E4- 
wards were advancing as a part of 
a small detachment and ran into 
heavily intrenched enemy forces 
supported by machine guns. Both 
the Lewis gunners had just placed 
their guns when the Bolshevik! 
counter-attacked. Two minutes 
later Murray's gun was riddled and 
he, himself, shot in the shoulder, 
but he to leave the gun. 
Edwards was hit in the left arm 
in the same engagement, but re- 
fused to abandon his gun, thereby 
helping to break up the attack. 

On the following day, when the 
“Americans reached the outskirts of 
Murchason, thirty miles below the 

point of their drive, they 
found they were hopelessly out- 
numbered and it became necessary 
to withdraw and fight a rear guard 


action. 

Private White, with a Lewis gun. 
while forming part of the protect- 
ing rear guard, was hit early in the 
fight by a bullet tin the right wrist. 
Applying his own first aid it was 
nor until hours later when Lieut. 
Harry Sketchon, who was making 
an imepection, discovered that 
White was wounded. 

This is the sort of stuff of the 
Americans fighting in these lonely 
Russian river outposts. They do

Mr. Hughes made his loca- 
tions in 1916-17, and maintains that 
the company had not performed the 
required annual development work 
thereon and he was, therefore, en- 
titled to locate the claims. 

‘The trend of the testimopy on 
behalf of the company has been that 
the cost of work, transportation 
and supplies was excessive, and 
that ft has cost from $10 to $19 per 
foot for the tunnels thus far de- 
veloped. In its showing of costs, 
it ip eald, the company’s schedule 
was 365 cents per day per man for 
igi and other items in propor- 

on. 

Witnesses for the defense yester- 
Gay stated that they would be will- 
ing to take contracts for tunneling 
at $8.60 per foot, on the same prop- 
erty where the company’s schedule 
was a cost of from $10 to $19 per 
foot. 

The properties in controversy are 
located about twelve miles from 
Ryan station, on the Death Valley 
Railroad.

Confronted with a mass of docu- 
ments, including receipts and coun- 
ter-receipts, George A. Fox, accused 
of embezzling a $75,000 orange 
grove and $5106.25 from Mrs. Anns 
G. Walters, was unable yesterday to 
explain how the $50,000 received for 
the ranch was spent. He said his 
own finances were so mixed up in 
the transactions that he could not 
remember what happened. For two 
hours on the stand in Judge Craig's 
court yesterday Fox tried to recall 
the details of many transfers of 
amounts of money. 

A receipt signed by him for $20,- 

000, he said he was unable to ex- 
plain, except that he never got the 
money. He admitted that the or- 
ange grove wag deeded to him, and 
that he sold it, but averred that at 
various times he gave Mrs. Walters 
sums for which he took no receopts. 

Two receipts for $50,000 each, he 
said, had been given him by Mrs. 


Walters, as “she wanted her friends, 


to think her a clever business wom- 
an, and that $100,000 was the sum 
she received for the ranch.” 

W. G. Smith, a local taxicab man, 
who signed the name “Gray” as a 
witness to a document signed by Mrs. 
Walters, admitted that his name is 
Smith. The paper was a statement 
from Mrs. Walters that neither force 
nor duress was used upon her to get 
her to ask that a criminal action in 
Orange county be dismissed. Fox 
Was not certain whether he intro- 
duced the man to Mra. Walters as 
Smith or Gray when all met in Earl 
Rogers's office. 

The trial was continued until to- 
morrow morning, when Fox will 
again come:under cross-examination 
by Deputy District Attorney Clark.

. PLEASING CONTRAST. 

Los Angeles county enjoys the lauda- 
ble distinction of having the highest as- 
sessment roll and the lowest tax rate of 
any county on the Pacific slope. Its as- 
sessment roll of nonoperative property is 
greater than that of San Francisco and 
Alameda counties combined, while its tax 
rate, both within and without incorporated 
cities, is less than one-half the average of 
other California counties. The regime of 
economy inaugurated at the County Court- 
house a year ago is beginning to bear fruit. 
While there may still be departmental du 
plications, and perhaps a few sinecures re- 
maining, the general financial showing 
made by the Board of Supervisors indi- 
cates that retrenchment in county expenses 
has been something more than a mere 
catchword of politicians. 

Los Angeles county has a total assessed 
valuation of $1,021,629,347. This sum is al- 
most one-third the assessed valuation of 
the State. According to estimates made 


trol this amount represents about 46 per 
cent. of the actual value of the property 
assessed; and it does not include more than 
one-third of the propérty of the big ship- 
building plants at San Pedro and Long 
Beach. Los Angeles county has passed 
the $2,000,000,000 mark in actual wealth and 
is still climbing at a speed that bewilders 
the statisticians. While county taxes seem 
onerous at times, there is at least Platonic 
comfort in the knowledge that they are 
lower here than anywhere else on the 
Coast. 


ernmental cost for Los Angeles county was 
$15,508,679. Of this amount $9,869,086 was 
expended for education. The percentage of 
the cost of government expended in 
education is one of the highest in the coun- 
try; it explaing in part why Los Angeles 
county has one of the best public-school 
systems in the United States.

SORING THE RAILWAYS. 

While the country at large hag little 
sympathy for the militant suffragettes 
whose “prison special” has been barred 
from all railway lines operated by the gov- 
ernment, a question rises whether the gov- 
ernment bas not shown itself to be even 
more intolerant than the suffragists them- 
selves. Censuring transportation lines 


tion is likely to become a vice rather than 
a virtue. 

Admittedly, the object of the militant 
suffragettes in planning to tour’the coun- 
try in cars painted to simulate prison bars 
was political. They secured their own pas- 
senger coaches and painted them in circus 
fashion to call attention to the fact that 
the occupants had served prison sentences. 
But when they went to arrange for the 
transportation of their coaches over the 
railway lines the Railroad Administration 
informed them that cars so decorated would 
not be handled. Why? Because the avowed 
intent of the campaign was an attack on 
the administration, and the Railway Ad- 
ministration considered the attack unjust!- 
fiable. But is not this an assumption of 
political dictatorship by the Rallway Ad- 
ministration? Have not the suffragettes a 
right to make any kind of campaign they 
desire, provided they are violating no law? 
If a law would be violated should not they 
be punished under that law? An injunc- 
tion could be sought just as soon as the 
cars were in actual operation and the courts 
could then decide whether the suffragettes 
were violating State or Federal statutes. 

There is a principle involved here that 
is more important to the country than the 
suffragettes and their puerile attacks on 
the administration. Never before in the 
history of railroading have special cars 
been barred from the railways for political 
reasons. 

Thousands of special cars, fantastically 
decorated, are hauled by the gailroads every 
month. There are circus cars painted to 
simulate barred cages, carrying wild ani- 
mals from the African jungles. Is there 
any reason for the government to interfere 
when these wild animals are replaced by

There is hardly a 
newspaper of national standing in 
the country which has not suffered 
from this political censorship. In- 
stances have been cited in which 
messages from special correspond- 
ents containing some stricture on 
the administration or its activities 


have been rendered worthless by @

UNIONS MENACE SOLDIERS. 


Fear Men Who Wore Uniform Might not 
| Strike; Trouble at Shipyard. 


From the water front comes the 
report that in at least one shipyard 
there appears to be a movement un- 
der way on the part of ynion men to 
prevent the employment of return- 
ing soldiers and seamen if t ey do 
not immediately take out union 
cards, and one shipbuilding official 
said yesterday that he had under- 
stood that union men discourage 
the employment of men formerly in 
the army or navy on the ground 
that in case of labor troubles the 
men who wore Uncle Sam's uni- 
form might not be amenable to 
union orders.

Y.M.C.A. PLANS NEW 
STATE EXTENSION. 


KICK 


FORTY -SEVEN UNORGANIZED 
COUNTIES IN PROGRAMME: \ 
TU RAISB FUND. 


Extension of the YdéM.C.A. into 
forty-seven unorganized counties of 
California is contemplated tu the 


new reconstruction programme of 
the California Young Men's Christian 
Association; for which a budget of 
$50,008 is to be raised during the 
week of February 4 to 11. In aa- 
dition to maintaining tte present 
State-wide work with six Y.M.C.A. 
experts, the budget for 1919 will 
provide for three additional or dis- 
trict secretaries. 

Communities such as Eureka, Taft. 
Santa Maria and Merced and a num- 
ber of northern counties of the 
State already are preasing the State 
EPxecutive Committee for some form 
of Y.M.C.A. organization and the 
committee's programme calls for 
their occupation as soon as means 
can be provided. 

Where new fields are to be oc- 
cupied, the traveling district 6ecre- 
taries will take charge of the or- 
ganization work, it is stated. Tne 
kind of work to be done wil] resem- 
ble the community or county type 
of non-equipment Y.M.C.A. work. In 
these communities local secretarivs 
will develop a programme of ac- 
tivitles for young men and _ boys 
which will include eaucational, rec- 
reational and religgous work. 

At the present time, California has 
eleven counties organized by the 
Y.M.C.A. and fourteen trained sec- 
retarleg are giving full time to thie 
work. According to a statement just 
issued by the drive committee, 2300 
boys were enrolled last year in 175 
county groups. These arsocigtions 
also touched 1709 other young men 
and more than’ 600 professional and 
busines@ men. 

“One of the most important con- 
tributions to the farm y made by 
the Y.M.C.A. has been fn giving him 
a clean and wholesome home when 
he comes to the city,” said E. bk. 
Mogege, campaign director the 
California drive, yesterday. ‘“Thou- 
sands of young men come from farm 
to city each year. many of them to 
remain. The Y.M.C.A. has built up 
much of its programme of activities 
around this idea of being helpful to 
young men, especially in their first 
contact with metropolitan life."’

Many Injured by Ges to Seek 
Climatic Advantages. 
Medical Corps Major Tells of 
His Observations. 


City Recruits Stronger than 
Those from Country.

“An impressive number of west- 
ern soldiers, particularly men from 
California and Utah, conquered tu- 
berculosis prior to doing their part 
to make the world too hot for the 
Huns. 
“Army records furnish indisputa- 
ble proof that men from the city 
enjoy a higher average of good 
health than the dwellers in rural 
districte. 
“The men suffering from the ef- 
fects of the enemy's poison gas are 
chiefly benfited by the climatic con- 
itions of California, and many of 
them expect to make their homes 
in the Southwest after they are dis- 
charged from army hvespitels.” 
So says Maj. Ralph L. Byrnes, 
United States Art:y Medical Corps, 
who has returned to his home in 
Los Angeles after twenty months 
service as one of Uncle Sam's “lung 
experts.” He was for many months 
president of the tuberculosis board 
of the Fortieth Division at Camp 
Kearny. Later he did the same sort 
of work at Camp Dodge, lowa, and 
during the final monthe of the war 
was stationed at the William Wirt 
Winchester Medical School and Tu- 
berculesis Hospital, which the gov- 
ernment maintained at New Ha- 
ven, Ct. 
GOT BETTER HERE. 
“There were more men from 
Texas and California discharged 
from the army by the tuberculosis 
board than from any other States 
in the Union—that is, in proportion 
to number of troops furnished,” said 
Maj.

Japan Said to Have Taken up Traffic that England 
Abandoned—Smuggling of Over Fifty Mil- 


Japanese are amuggling raw opium 


into China through Kiaochao at a 


rate of $55,000,000 annually, and 
that a traffic in morphia is being 
regularly maintained by the Japa- 
nese postal officials, is a charge that 
is flatly brought by the North China 
Daily News, the most authoritative 
newspaper published in English in 
the Far East. : |

tax which yields enormous sums for 
the embellishment of the port. 
THROUGH POSTOFFICE. 


It must be understood.by western 
readers in this connection that China 
is without a public postoffice. There 
are eighteen firms engaged in the 
business of transporting mail and in 
addition to these each consulate has 
its own postal system. This postal 
sytem the Japanee carry with them 
into every pert of China where they 
have located and hence the distribu- 
tion of the smal) packets of morphia 
is made easy. The postal traffic in 
morphia was exposed by the News 
as far back as 1915, but there seems 
to have been no amelioration. 

It cannot be said, however, that 
China’s hands are clean on this mat- 
ter, although the anti-opium party 


ig now gathering all kinds of data K 


to stop the use of opium. There is a 
large quantity of Indian opium im- 
ported under the old laws which is 
supposed to be destroyed by burn- 
ing. There is a residue of the unsold 
drug in the Shanghai! warehouses. It 
was offered at $27,000 a chest, but 
as the Japanese are underselling at 
$20,000, this price could not be ob- 
tained. The authorities declare it 
shall be burned, but so far this has

MOST LUCRATIVE ‘TRADE. 

In September, 1915, were published 
statements declaring the trade in 
morphia was the most lucrative of 
all trades conducted by Japan in 
China. It was pointed out that in 
the port of Tairen alone during'1913 
there had been imported six and 
a quarter tong of morphia, yielding 
a profit to the intermediary of 
$8,400,000, 

.it is now stated that the trade 
today is much larger than it was in 
1913. Morphia can no longer be 
purchased in Europe and is manu- 
factured by the Japanese them- 
selves, financed by the Bank of Ja- 
pan and under the direct approval 
of the Japanese government. The 
chief agency in the distribution of 
morphia in China is the Japanese 
postoffice. Morphia is imported by 
parcel post. No inspection of par- 
cels in the Japanese postoffice ts 
permitted to the Chinese customs 
service, which is merely allowed to 
know what are the alleged contents 
as stated in the Japanese invoices 
It is claimed that morphia in this 
manner enters China by the ton. 


A conservative estimate places the, 


yearly import of morphia from Ja- 
Pan eighteen tons, and _ the 
amoug@t is asserted to be steadily 
increasing, especially where Japa- 
nese are predominant. 


MUCH SMUGGLING DONE. 

It is also alleged that from the 
Japanese island of Formosa, just off 
the Chinese coast, motor-driven fish- 
ing boats smuggle the drug to points 
in Fukien and Kwangtung. Bvery- 
where it is sold by Japanese under 
extraterritorial protection, and it ts 
stated there ls no known instance 
of a Japanese having been punished 
for this traffic. Peddlers, carrying 
protection stating they are from the 
Island of Formosa, and _ therefore 
Japanese subjects, pervade South 
China, where the meshes of the Jap- 
‘anese postal system are wider. 

The bulk of the Persian opium 

upon the market is now purchased 
by Japanese, as the Persian drug 
contains a larger percentage of mor- 
phia than the Indian, while opium 
is being freely grown under Japa- 
nese protection in Manchuria and 
orea. 
The new phase of the raw opium 
traffic te thought to be even more 
lucrative. Opium is purchased in 
Calcutta at $1000 the chest of forty 
balls, weighing about 133 pounds. 
This ts imported Into Kobe and 
thence transshipped to Tsing-tao at 
a cost so far of $1200. Through 
the Japanese-controlled railway, it 
is then worked into the interior, 
and is sold at $500 the ball In Shane- 
hai, givine a profit of about $18,000 
to $19,900 per ease. It ts seserted 
that from January 1 to Septem beg 
$0, 1918, upwards of 2000 cuses 
were smuggled tn and sold.

HISTORY, GEOGRAPHY.

ALBUQUERQUE, Jan. 20—Cor- 
relation of history and geography 
text materjal with current world 
events and movements by means 
of supplemental work with periodi- 
cals, government pamphlets and war 
maps, encouragement of practical 
patroitigm in the form of garden 
clubs and thrift clubs by the students 
themselves, and greater emphasis on 
personal morality as a condition 
precedent to national morality— 
these are some of the immediate 
changes that have been wrought on 
New Mexico’s school system by the 
world war. 

According to Dr. Frank H. H. 
Roberts, president of the Las Vegas 
State Normal School, 14,000 copies 
ef a handbook on the war, prepared 
by a national patriotic organization, 
have been distributed to the school 
children of the State, especially to 
those in the seventh, eighth and 
school grades. This booklet 
been accepted as a textbook by 
the State Department of Education. 
Newspapers, magazines and gov- 
ernment pamphiets have been used 
extensively in this State for the pur- 
pose of giving students a clearer 
understanding of the issues involved 
in the world conflict. In some dis- 
tricts, war maps with push pins 
have been employed to present the 
War game in a graphic and absorb- 
ing light. College presidents, 
among them Dr. David R. Boyd, 
presigent of the University of New 
Mexico, have beeh strong in their 
indorsement and almost unanimous 
in their adoption of these methods 
of teaching the war. 

With the establishment of garden 
clubs and thrift clubs, the school 
children of the State have been 
made to realize thelr partnership in 
the great cause for which America 
fought. The boys’ working reserve, 
in charge of the State Superinten- 
dent of Education, has done valuable 
work In finding employment for 
youths from 16 to 21 years of age.

ARE EARLY TO RISE. 


In the matter of early rising they 
go to the other extreme. Morning 
after morning I have been awakened 
about half past three by the family 
out back flailing wheat. It sounds 
like all the witches in the world 
switching one another. 

In the absence of newspapers or 
calendars in the English language 
one would lose all record of time 
and dates except for “scrub day.” 
Saturday is dedicated to scrubbing. 

Practically all the women arfid 
children exercise their skill and 
energy giving a new sheen to the 
place. Even the cobbled roadbed 
of the narrow street is curried with 
stiff!’ brushes and brooms, and the 
sidewalks and fronts of the houses 
manicured, the latter frequently of 
bright-colored tile or brick, which 
are given a brightness that makes 
them shine like a leaf plucked from 
a child's picture book. 

From early morning until dark 
this scrubbing continues, and it 
sounds like everybody in town was 
saying “swish” at once, and keep- 
ing it up as though it was the only 
word in the Flemish language. So 
on Sunday we always have a “spot- 
less town,” the same being created 
without resort to any particular 
brand of soap. This is neither a 
boast nor a knock for the struggling 
soap industry. 

But the city does not long remain 
immaculate. Hardly have the wom- 
en and children finished burnishing 
the bailiwick than, aided and abetted 
by the men, they begin distributing 
mud broadcast about the town with 
their wooden hoofs. Every step in 
Fianders is a splatter. 


NINE-TENTHS MUD. 


A small child coming in from the 
field or walking in some  bypath 
sounds like a Percheron draft horse 
floundering in a swamp. Flanders 
is nine-tenths mud. The other tenth 
ig cobblestones imported from some 
foreign country to keep the popula- 
tion from being swallowed up and 
vanishing from the moist face of the 
earth into its red-hot interior. 
Should an invading army ever pry 
up all the cobblestones and take 
them from the country, Flanders 
would be defeated without a shot be- 
ing fired. 

Tt would be in the nature of a 
blockade from within, because the 
inhabitants could never hope to get 
out. man who discovered 
Pianders in the first place, I am 
told, came in on a couple of duck- 
boards, and got out the same way. 

The brick trust by ignoring Flan- 
ders is overlooking a rich field. One 
can but pause ona cobblestone 
and marvel that the brick trust has 
never exploited the immeasurable 
mud resources of Flanders. All the 
ingredients are here. The only 
thing needed is some war bread pans 
and a few hot fires to make the flats 
seethe with the brick industry. 
Egypt, in her palmiest days, never 
offered possibilities like thi«. 

The mud influence is over all and 
refiected everywhere. Even the vil- 
lage belles have muddy complexions. 
and the sky itself looks like a field 
of adobe turned upside down. The 
natives are not sure that the eun 
ever shines. 

SPRAY FROM THE SEA. 

This town is about ten miles from 
the coast on a direct line, and when 
rain and sleet storms ure not beat- 
ing in from the channel, the skies 
are leaden and sullen on the calmest 
days. These storms sometimes 
come with the suddenness of squalls, 
and attain almost the velocity of 
hurricanes. At night I have stepped 
out into what I thought was a rain- 
storm, only to find the drops salty. 
Evidently they were spray picked up 
in the snarling channel and whipped 
far inland.

Be- 
tween the little shop and the little 
‘home the two espinsters are very 
busy. In fact, it is quite a job 
merely to exist In this country. The 
married sister and bechelor brother 
are hale, hearty, round-faced folk 
given to deep periods of silence 
which sometimes seem to endure for 
twenty-four hours at a stretch. 

I have seen both sit for a whole 
day without uttering a word—she 
in her corner indefatigably knit- 
ting, as becomes one descended from 
a race of weavers, and he by the 
stoves, puffing a venerable pipe, 
while the ypinsters busied them- 
selves with pans, pots and kettles 
and household duties of the 
tude of which only a woman knows, 
while a man 7 on and mar- 
vels. 

PEELING THe POTATOES. 

One hour each morning the 
bachelor brother devotes to peeling 
the day’s supply of potatoes. It is 
a& painstaking task, critically regard- 
ed by the spinsters, and rather tax- 
ing on his dim eyes,for in this coun- 
try nothing must be wastei. The 
peeling must be removed as thinly 
as though done with a safety razor, 
and from the way he fumbles the 
spuds with his flat fingers’, one can 
See that for him it is a difficult un- 
dertaking, and really a task for more 
deft hands 

But the reigning spinster iis dele- 
ated to him this part of the kitchen 
policing, probably on the theory that 
he is too obese to engage in more 
active duties. The spuds peeled and 
he has the remainder of the day and 
evening to devote to his methodical 
smoking. At 8 p.m., he sounds his 
own taps. The three taps with 
which he knocks the ashes out of 
his pipe are the signal that he wants 
his shoes removed, an operation in 
which the aforementioned rotundity 
prevents him from functioning alone. 
The married sister, recognizing the 
code, rather sadly lays aside her 
knitting, and with some difficulty, on 
account of her own stoutness, gets 
down on her hands and knees and 
removes said skids, whereupon the 
hachelor brother grunts his! thanks 
and a good night to all concerned. 
Only on retiring and et meal time 
have 1 ever seen him arise from his 
chair. And even at meal time he 
takes it with him. He leaves it at 
night only because the bed looks 
better to him, and there is nothing 
to be gained by ~—- on a chair 
in bed. 


His face is the mearest thing I 
have ever seen to a full moon in- 
doors. It beams all over the room. 
His expression is that of a fat man 
highly amused and just about to 
burst out laughing. Ajways, on 
looking at him you expect to hear a 
roar of merriment, uncontrollable 
and sideshaking. But it never gushes 
forth. Rather it smolders just un- 
der the surface and shines out 
through his face. I like td have him 
around. His beaming, ruddy face 
seems in harmony with the glowing 
coals in front of us. 

The senior spinster is his antith- 
esis. She is never wholly. silent 
or inactive. When not talking at 
high speed, she goes about sort of 
clucking to herself. I have never 
heard quite such a sound asa this 
cluck coming from a human. being. 
But it is a cheerful cluck. ‘Some- 
times because of her perpetual and 
rather nervous activity, and this al- 
most ceaseless clucking, I suspect 
her of being under the influence of 
a “coffee jaz.” 
the aromatic brown beverage, and 
is observed paying clandestine visits 
to the pot, which simmers all day 
long on the range when coffee drink- 
ing is farthest from the minds of 
the others. in fact, this big pot 
alone is not deemed sufficient, and 
next to it there quietly boils 4 ket- 
tle of coffee. 

The eyening repast, Ifke the oth- 
ers, is very simple and served on a 
Plain board table, which, after years 
of rubbing ard scrubbing, emits a 
luster all its own. The elder spin- 
ster reserves to herself the ceremony 
of cutting the bread, which is carved 
from a large loaf in slices of uni- 
form thickness, or rather thinness. 
She butters the bread before slicing, 
and the former is applied very 
sparingly. Sometimes a thin coating 
of jam supplements this butter, but 
not often. The slice when buttered 
is cut in two and folded up sand- 
wich fashion. 

Two of these, with a ' slab of 
cheese and a cup of coffee are laid 
at each place and comprise the: sup- 
per, which is eaten without knife, 
fork or spoon, The bread is dipped 
in coffee and eaten and the cheese 
taken with the bare hand. .

IN REPORT ISSUED BY BU- 
KEAU IN SEATTLE,

SEATTLE, Jan. 17.—Alaska's gold 
fields, the first big discovery of 
which twenty years ago flashed the 
northern territory to the front as a 
mineral producer and lured hun- 
dreds of stampeders north, give 
every promise of increased produc- 
tion in 1919, according to a review 
of Alaska mining in 1918, issued 
here by J. L. McPherson, secretary 
of the Alaska Bureau of the Seattle 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Gold, coal, copper, silver and other 
mines of Alaska were hit hard by 
the war. “There is no truth in the 
report, however, that no minin 
was done in Alaska in 1918,” : 
McPherson said. ‘“‘Despite the short- 
age of labor and transportation, the 
high cost of materials and supplies 
mining development in Alaska dur- 
ing 1918 showed material progress 
in the opening of many new: prop- 
erties and the enlargement of plants 
and equipment.” 

Copper miners were busy during 
the ear, according to the review. 
The Kennecott Copper Corporation 
etarted driving a tunnel to connect 
the world famous Bonanza mine 
with the” Mother Lode workings. 
During the year the corporation em- 
ployed about 650 men and aithougch 
paying the highest wages in the his- 
tory of lode mining in Alaska has 
operated short-handed due to the 
shortage of labor. In the Prince 
William Sound district, the report 
said, copper minea were seriously 
handicapped bv the lack of trans- 
portation facilities.

At the great British national] fac- 
tories and controlled establishments 
which have been making munitions 
during the war, particulars are be‘ 
ing collected as to what the women 
workers intend or hope to do in the 
future. 

A report from a large Yorkshire 
factory is typical of the women and 
girls who have left. More than a 
third have gone into the  textife 
trade, a tenth into tailoring, four 
out of every hundred i domestic 
service and two out of every hun- 
dred into hospitals, shops and laun- 
dries. 

Of those left at the factory, more 
than a third are ‘textile workers, 
about a ninth are married and in- 
tend going home, and the others— 
about half of the whole—are sol- 
diers’ wives and widows whose im- 
mediate future is uncertain. 

At the farnous national! factory at 
Gretna the 6000 women workers are 


Peing discharged at the rate of 500 


‘a week. Many of the better type 
are stated to be entering domestic 
service. Thete seems to be less feel- 
‘ing against domestic service in Scot- 
land than in Engiand. 

In a Worcestershire factory a 
third of the women are married and 
intend to return to their homes; 
while half the total workers 
are expected to be absorbed in their 
former work in the brickyards or at 
chain making or nai] making.. 

On Tyneside it is reported that 
there are “very few openings for 
women workers,” and in Kent the 
only demand is for domestic work- 
ers. At an Essex factory 12 per cent. 
of the women have been discharged 
to réturn to their former occupa- 
tions. At a Monmouthshire factory 
33 per cent. of the discharged wom- 
en are going back home, and the 
only openings fur the others are In 
the tailoring and bookbinding trades 
and as shop  assistants.——[Conti- 
nental Edition of London Mail.

SIGNS OF PROGRESS. 


HOFMANN SHOWS _ INTEREST IN 
AMERICAN MUSIC. 


By Jeanne Rédman. 

Josef Hofmann, beifig a construc- 
tive artist himself, has heard enough 
of destructive criticiam about pro- 
gramme making, and has put him- 
self on record by giving, on Janu- 
ary 25, at Carnegie Hall, a pro- 
gramme of contemporary American 
com posers, | 

It is not that Hofmann, nor any- 
one else, considers American com- 
posers superior to those of the older 
nationalities, but that they should 
be given a chance in order that they 
May grow. Competition is the life 
of art, as well as of trade. Not that 
it aids creation, but rather that it 
provides the composers with the 
means to live, and, Inevitably, to 
create. It is absurd to pretend that. 
our music is as good or as interest- 
ing as European music, but that it 
is good endugh to be listened to is 
quite true, indeed. 

Hofmann states that the way to 
fill a house is to play the Chopin 
Sonata “with the funeral march,” 
but he also says that he wishes to 
“turn merely patriotic feeling or 
prejudice from a destructive into a 
constructive channel.” The best 
way to do this is to put American 
composers before the public and let 
the works stand on their own merits. 
Hofmann played, at this concert, a 
composition of Fennie Dillon's, 
“Birds at Dawn,” which the New 
York Tribune's mu editor, H. E. 
Krehbiel, cOmpares in style to the 
modern, but not ultramodern, French 
composers, . 


A BRIEF SKETCH 
OF PABLO CASALS. 


‘Spain, that romantic land of the 
past, rich in tradition and poetic 
beauty, has, produced many great 
men. Among these Pablo Casals, 
the “cellist, who will play at Trinity 
Auditorium February 11, holds a 
very high place. Born in Vendrell, 
Spain, not the least of the encourag- 
ing influences of his career was his 
own family.’

His fame at- 
tracted people from all over the 
country. Musicians came to hear 
the marvelous Spanish boy, among 
them the famous Arbos and Albeniz.

KILAUEA LAVA LAKES 
ARE RISING RAPIDLY. 


[A. P. CORRESPONDENCE } 

HILO (Hawaii) Dec. 20.—The 
five lava es within the active 
fire pit of five volcanos of Kilauea 
are rising rapidly, and tremendous 
torrents of molten lava have been 
pouring into the depthy of the pit 
from vents high up in the surround- 
ing walls, presenting the spectacle 
of cataracts of liquid fire several 
hundred feet in width and almost 
200 feet in height. 


The rise of the lava was forecast 
by Prof. Thomas A. Jagger, Jr., in 


charge of the Hawaiian, Volcano 
Observatory, and is ex ted to 
diminish. It is' likely, however, 


}according to Prof. Jagger, to con- 
tinue well into March, and spectac- 
ular overflows into the main crator 
are looked for about the middle of 
February. 

With a circumference of nearly 
eight miles, the main crater of 
Kilauea has a depth of 600 feet, 
the active vent—the lava fire pit 
being located at about the center of 
the floor of the carter and having 
a circumference of considerably 
over one mile. . The great column 
of lava within this pit rises from 
subterranean furances and subsides 
in irregular movements, At rare 
intervals the lava-‘column rises 
above the mouth of the pit and 
overfiows into .the main crater, 
sending great rivers of blazing 
molten rock whirling tn every di- 
rection, forming cascades and whirl- 
pools. 


MILES CITY TO BUILD 
ORY AS MEMORIAL.

HELENA, Jan. 15.—Although 
many suggestions for mohuments 
to Montana’s soldier dead in the 
world war thhave been advanced in 
various communities of the State, 
Miles City, so far as reports have 
been received here, has made the

At a recent meeting in that city the 
erection of a $75,000 National 
Guard armory there as a memorial 
to Custer county men who particl- 
pated in the war was decided upon, 
and it Was proposed that a tax 
levy be made on property owners 
of the county to meet the expense.

He suggests that the 
names of all who served from Mon- 
tana be deposited in the base of the 
monument.

Cc. Van Hook, and it is regarded as 
likely that the matter will be urgea 
in Gov. 


NET REVENUE HAWAII 
SUGAR GROWERS LESS.

HONOLULU (T, H.) Jan. 4.-— 
Higher costs of labor,  ferti 
and all materials required by the 
plantations have resulted in a 
sharp decrease in the net revenues 
of sugar growers in Hawail. 

During 1918 the twenty-two 
Plantation companies listed on the 
Honolulu Stock Exchange paid in 
dividends an average of a little 
more than 11 per cent. on their 
Capital stocks, 

In 1917 the dividend average was 
18.2 per cent. and for the ten-year 
period preceding 15 per cent. 

Several companies have suspended 
dividends entirely and the richest 


of the plantations have recorded a hi 


marked decrease in earnings.

HOT COFFEE 
CHECKED THE FLU. 


It was hot coffee—thousands of 
gallons of it—that ended the deadly 
influenza epidemic in the dark 
autumn days when that disease was 


'troops en route to France. 

All summer and fall great hosts 
;Of Yanks poured in and out of Camp 
| No. 1, St. Nazaire. The grippe be- 
| came ’ noticeable in September. 

(ne week a great fleet of trans- 
ports arrived at St. Nazaire togeth- 
er, bringing 28,000 men, Among 
whom the disease had ‘made alarm- 
ing inroads. The germ was every- 
jwhere. There were many sick. But 
there wefe still more just in the 
stage., And an American 
onel saw at once that the camp 
weather would aid the disease. 

So, when the camp was filled to 
capacyy, he ordered the large kitch- 
en kept open day and night. For 
two weeks it operated unceasinzly, 
manned by a staff. of seventy-five 
cooks and assistants. The troops 
were arriving at all hours of the 
|day and night, and during the first 
two days of the rush full meals were 
served continually all day and all 
night. 

At 2 and 3 o'clock in the morning 
there could often be seen long lines 
of shivering men waiting for the 
steaming food. When, at the end of 
| the first two days, the men appeared 
in better shape, the night service 
was reduced to hot coffee only. This, 
however, was obtainable at any hour. 
Seventy-five cans of coffee, it is esti- 
mated, were served every night dur- 
ing these tense two weeks. 

The men arrived, chilled, damp 
and slightly coughing. The hot, 
hearty drink proved the necessary 
stimulus. It supplied the heat re- 
quired to offset the flu germs. There 
Was plenty of it. It was served 
rapidly and generously by willing 


hands. Thus did St. Nazaire roll 
back the flu. wave.—([Stars and 
Stripes.

A charter member and past presl- 
dent is my authority for the fact that the policies and election cus- 
toms of this particular club are so flexible that.on election day, five 
years ago, a member, not in good standing, was hurried over from 
Ebell Club, her back dues were paid up and she was elected pres- 


The insurgent member has stated that she feels as though she 
were not going to live very long and she wants to leave as a monu- 
ment to herself severgl civic reforms, among them compelling the 
city to close up entirely to get rid of the flu, revising the direct 
primary law, running a steam roller over the present city admin- 
maaan and various other reforms, all in the name of “the club

GERMAN IN MILWAUKEE 
SCHOOLS SOON OUSTED 


tA P. 
MILWAUKEE (Wis.) Jan. 20.— 
The teaching of the German lan- 
guage in Milwaukee grade schools 
may disappear entirely when the 
new semester begins in February. 
In only one sthool in the city now 


is German being taught and, under 
the resolution of the school - -board 
abolishing foreign language instrue- 
tion; it would be discontinued at) 
the end of the term in June. 

In 1916, 200 teachers were em- 
ployed, to give instruction in 
German ian to 30,000 pupils 
and at the end of 1918 only one

|ceive some 25 cents only for his 
prints, Rembrandt, a century later, 
was accustomed to receive no less 
than 100 guilders, qr some $40 of 
our money, for what he considered 
his masterpiece, “Christ Healing the 
Sick.” This was so exceptional a 
price that the print today is fa- 
miliarly known as “The Hundred 
Guilder Print,” and a wonderfully 
fine impression of it is shown in 
this collection. Then, quite ag im- 
portant, is his “Christ Preaching,” 
“Triumph of Mordecai" and “David 
Praying.” 

Albrecht Durer, one of the world’s 
g@eatest painters, and one of its 
very greatest engravers and etchers, 
is here. His “Adam and Eve,” “The 
Little Horse,” “Christ Taking Leave 
of His Mother” and many of his re- 
nowned wood cuts are exhibited. 
Durer was one of the giante of his 
art, not only in technique, but in the 
matter of national and individual 


The group known as the “Little

ANCIENT TREATY WITH 
NORWAY IS CONTINUED. 


49 P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—By an 
exchange of notes today between As- 
sistant Secretary of State Philips 
and Minister Bryn of Norway, the 
treaty of commerce and navigation 
between the United States and Nor- 
way, which was denounced by the 
State Department a year ago, effec- 
tive tomorrow, was continued in 
force with changes eliminating 


articles in conflict with the Seamen’s 


Act of 1915. 

The treaty, nearly a century oid, 
was one of a number of such con- 
ventions which the American gov- 
ernment found it necessary to de- 
nounce with the required year's no- 
tice because of conflicts with the 
Seamen's Act. The sections elim- 
inated related to Norwegian Con- 
sular control over Norwegian sea- 
men in American ports. Without 
them, the treaty remains in effect 
just as it was negotiated in 1827

w. G. Averill and W. W. Walker, 
defending a suit for trespass brought 
by John H. Walton, involving a well- 
traveled trail in the Castaic Moun- 
tains north of the Ridge Route, were 
awarded judgment by Judge Valen- 
tine yesterday.

CHANGE 


VEHICLE ACT. 


State Legislature Asked to Amend Press 
| ent Registration Law. —

| Our State’ Legislature recently »4- 
; journed ‘the first half of its 1919 zes- 
sion. During the first half of the 
sesston many bills have been intro- 
duced, wise and otherwise! propos- 
ing changes in the laws of the Sate 
| Among the amendments which have 
been proposed are various amend- 
ments to the laws covering motor 
vehicles. Indeed, the California Ve- 
hicle Act will be almost completely 
‘remade if all the suggested changes 
are adopted. 

The bills affecting motorists vary 
extremely in length and importance. 
The principle bill was the one in- 
troduced in the Assembly by As- 
semblyman Frank Eksaward of San 
Mateo, who is chairman of the Spe- 
;clal Committee on Motor Vehicles, 
(‘appointed by Henry M. Wrigat, 
| Speaker of the Assembly. This vill 


Was introduced at the request of 
the Conference on Motor Vehicle 
Legislation, composed of representa- 
tives of all the motoring interests of 
the State. The bill was drawn by 
”® committee of the conference com- 
posed of John W. Stetson of Oak- 
‘land, chairman of the Legislative 
,Committee of the California State 
‘Automobile Association, D. F. Smith, 
attorney for the Motor Car Dealers’ 
Aasociation of Los Angeles, and Da- 
vid R. Faries, attorney for the Au- 
mobile Club, of Southern Califor- 


ihe principle feature of the con- 
ference bill and the other bills which 
have been introduced may be sum- 
marized as follows: f 

(1.) Probably the most startling 
change is thgt advocated by Mr. T. 
J. Tehaney, acting superintendent 
of the motor vehicle department, 
who is asking the Legislature to 
amend the present registration law 
in several important particulars. He 
asks that the law be revised so that 
license plates will be issued annually. 
If this amendment is adopted our 
present license plates will all have 
to be turned in at the end of the 
year and new license plates issued 
instead for the year 1920 and each) 
succeeding years Mr. Tehaney be- 
lieves that this scheme will accom 
plish a saving of administrative 
pense to the State and provide «a, 
surer check on the licenses issued.

“Air pockets in tires are inva~}. 
riably caused by the inability of the’ 
rubber to adhére tightly to the 
fabric. The part of the tire where 
the troublesome ajr pocket ia most 
frequently found is at the splice in 
the fabric,” declares an official of 
the Norwalk tire and tube factory, 
“To overcome this defect, which is 
common in some tires, the Norwalk 
factory uses @ distinct process. The 
spliced end of the fabric, which be- 
fore being cut from the large sheets 
is the selvege, is torn ragsedly in- 
stead of being cut/ sharply. This 
gives the fabric ends at each splice 
a sort of deckle edge, which elim- 
inates al] possibility of air pockets 
because there are no sharp ends to 
form right-angular crevices. The 


ragged edge brings the endto a 
gradual point and each etrand is 
firmly anchored . and perniits 
thorough impregnation by the rub- 
ber. Then when the next layer of 
fabric is applied. it is laid over the 
splice evenly and smoothly. This 
distinctive refinement has made pos- 
sible practically a total absence of 
air pockets, and at the same time 
adds-to the strength of the tire’s 
carcass.”

How Your Motor Gets Hot and Also How 
fo’ Prevent the Trouble. 


Several times in the course of my 
racing career I have had to pull up 
alongside the track or road and 
Waich the ‘other buys speeding on 
to victory, While I, by decree O¢ the 
great goddess chance, was out of it 
because excessive overheating had 
burned my engine up. So what 1 
am going to say in regard to the 
causes of overheating, comes, so to 
speak, from the heart. 

While overheating is more com- 
monly encountered in weather, 
it occurs even in the coldest regions. 


heating contributes enormously to 
deterioration of the power plant. 
Make no mistake, overheating. ex- 
cept for a local and temporary 
cause. is something to be run down 
and remedied. 

There are a number of different 
causes of overheating. some me-' 
Chauical, some functional and others 
due simply to the bad driving of the 
operator. One of the most frequent | 
causes Of overheating is siniply driv- 
ing with the spark retarded. When} 
the spark is held this way the pis-' 
ton is on its way down in the @yl-|

ent ills. 

Insufficient lubrication will pro- 
duce overheating, simply because the 
various moving parte are unprotect- 
ed against friction and friction al- 
wavs breeds heat. This case of over- 
heating is so flagrant that it brings 
far worse ills with it: seizing of en- 
cine parts, burning out of the bear- 
ings, etc. 

In conclus'on let me say that the 
wise cur owner will not ignore symp- 
toms of overheating and permit the 
trouble to become ehrontc, because 
if he does it wiav result. in some 
trouble that will be far more serious 
than the heating it®elf and which 
will go far deeper into his pocket-

INDIANAPOLIS .(Ind.) Jan. 
Making its fifth bid for a victory in 
& race at the Indianapolis Speedway 
the Sunbeam factory of Wolver- 
hampton, Eng., will send two cars 
to America for the 500-mile Liberty 
Sweepstakes, on May 31. We 
Bradley, European representative 
of the Indianapolis Speedway has 
cabled from Paris that Louis Coata- 
len will enter two cars with Jean 
Chassagne and Josef Christiaens 
driving. 

Although cable advices did not 
tell the details of the cars it is pre- 
sumed that they are the same 
mounts built for Capt. Eddie HKick- 
enbacker and Christiaens to drive 
in the 1917 race which was called 
off on account of the war. When 
Capt. “Rick” tried the cars out on 
the Brooklands Speedway in Ene- 
land he was able to get from 118 to 
120 miles an hour out of the six- 
cylinder engines. The cars were 
of England's work in 
developing the airplane engine as 
the Sunbeam built many aircraft 
engines fur the Allies, under the di- 
rection of Coatalen, a member o?% 
the British Admiralty. For this 
reason the government gave Coata- 
len permission to build and ship the 
cars in 1917. 

HAVE RACED BEFORE. 

Both Christiaens, who is a. Bel- 
gian, and Chassagne, who is a 
Frenchman, have been connected 
With the Sunbeam factory during 
the War as representatives of their 
respective governments dn the pur- 
chasing and accepting of aircraft 
engines. Both have raced at In- 
dianapolis before. Chassazne came 
over in 1914 after he had set the 
world’s hour record of 112 miles, 
at Brooklands. He was eliminated 
after twenty-four laps when his ma- 
chine somersauited on the upper 
turn, but did not injure him. Chris- 
tiaens brought a Belgian Excelsior 
the same year and won sixth prize. 
in 1916 Christiaens appeared at the 
wheel of a Sunbeam that boasted a 
body polished until it was mirror- 
like, having obtained leave from 
the Belgian army to come to Amer- 
ica from King Albert himself. Joe 
took fourth plece, although he had 
speed to beat Dario Resta, the Sun- 
beam had trouble keeping its tires 
intact, whiéh defeated the Belgian. 

SUNBEAM TOOK FOURTII,. 

(oatalen has endeavored since 

1913 to put over an Indianapolis 
winner. The first year the Sunbeam 
took fourth with Albert Guyot at 
the wheel. In 1914 Chassagne falled, 
hut the late Harry Grant, driving a 
Sunbeam that William Zeigler had 
purchased, took fifth money. In 
1915 Jean Porporato and Noel Van 
Raalte Were entered by the factory 
and Grant by Zeigler. Porporato 
was in fifth place when a broken 
piston killed his chances. Van 
Raalte kept going and landed tenth 
while Grant dropped out near the 
finish. The next year Christiaens 
was fourth. 
In the develsoment of the Sun- 
engines for airplanes Coata- 
len has built more than a seore of 
engines in the four vears of the war. 
He perfected an eighteen cylinder 
and is the pioneer in the building of 
twelves., It is possible that he has 
put in a later engine than Capt. 
“Rick” tested out two years ago this 
month. Even with two-vear-old en- 
gines the Sunbeams will be able to 
keep up the pace and with the 
speedy Fiats also to  hattle, the 
American drivers will have to hustle 
to keep the Hon’'s share of the $50.- 
000 prize and trophies from guving 
to Europe.

BUT SHOUTING. 


Game Seasons Close with a 
Reassuring Rainfall. 


Fish and Game Commission is 
Planning New Laws. 


Owens Valley to be Made a 
Sportsman’s Paradise. 


The rather remarkable shooting 
season of 1918-19 wound up Fri- 
day, January 231, with the first real 
rain of the New Year. As an earnest 
of more to follow, it served some- 
what to‘reassure Southern Califor- 
nia’s army of 37,000 licensed nunt- 
ers, who were becoming resigned 
to the dismal alternative of further 
denying themselves by more dras- 
tic curtailment of their quail privi- 
leges, or kissing the sadly reduced 
remnant of these royal game birds 
a sad “good-by” after one more bad 


| breeding season. 


The Jast two summers have been 
below normal in the reproduction 
of quail, probably because of rela- 
tively “dry” winters preceding; and 
this in face of a phenomenal in- 
crease in hunting interest which 
called for at least an average breed- 
ing to maintain game against 80 
much greater drain. “Dry winters” 
operate against the maintenance of 
quall, partly through making it pos- 
sible to hunt them more than dur- 
ing wet years when few bother the 
breeding stock, but mainly through 
discouraging the bréeding in the 
following suramers. It is a pretty 
fancy to picture the ‘instinct’ of 
the quail preventing its increasing 
demands upon a prospective short- 
age of weed seeds upon which the 
species thrives; but the cold-blooded 
scientific explanation given by the 
Fish and Game Commission's ex- 
perts deals with the more rapid 
growth of well-nourished chicks, and 


the increased vigor of their equally } 


well-fed parents which get the one 
brood out of the mother’s care and 
stimulates the pair to repeating the 
good work. 

Thus is explained the solicitude 
with w hich all game coneervation- 
ists have viewed the dry outlook of 
the past month, keeping many a 
true sportsman’s gun in its case, 
rather than to further raid the re- 
duced ranks of the breeding stock 
that mav be so sorely needed to re- 
stock the waste lands, Unless nor- 
mal rains should follow the present 
freaky storm, the Fish and Game 
Commission will recommend that the 
quail season be curtailed to open Oc- 


fober 15 for. four, possibly six, 
weeks only. leaving Hmits as they 
now are. There is, however, time 


enough before final amendments are 
introduced to determine whether the 
winter delivers a normal rainfall or 
not. 

Ry wav of further establishing the 
Owens Valley as a true “sports- 
man’s paradise,”’ it is proposed by 
the Fish and Game Commission to 
recommend to the Legislature that 
a special fish and game district be 
created of the counties of Invo, 
Mono and Alpine, in order that the 
wonderful supply of game built up 
there by the State’s policy of protec- 
tion and propagation through wise 
laws well enforced may be reduced 
within reasonable limits. This reduc- 
tion naturally, and justly, may be 
intrusted to the sportsmen whose 
license-dollars made the conserva- 
tion work possible by paying for its 
cost, 

Now that the artificially propagated 
pheasants, liberated from the State 
game farm fn Owens Valley years 
ago, have increased under the closed 
season to the point of really becom- 
ing a nuisance to vegetable garden- 
ers, it is thought they can withstand 
a mnoderate season of one month with 
a low bag limit of two cock pheasants 
per day or four per week. If they 
should become overly reduce] the 
stock can be restored the same way 
it has heen established. 

The Fish and Game Commission 
is ulso recommending that mountain 
sheep be added to the list of South- 
ern California's attractions to tour- 
ist and resident sportsmen. These 
traditional trophies of the’ globe- 
trotting big-game hunter are only 
to be had as reward of sucn work 
in barren, rocky mountains of East- 
ern Inyo that relatively few would 
kill the one ram. it is proposed to al- 
low to the licensee in the one month 
of October 15 to November 15. In- 
dians kill sheep any time, and it is 
more than suspected that Nevada 
hunters have made many successful 
forays across the line to profit by 
the self-denial. of California sports- 
men. Deputy Ed H. Ober, probably 
the foremost authority upon Sterra 
eume conditions, favors opening the 
season, saving sheep are more nu- 
merous than deer in Inyo, though 
not in the same ranges. 

Creation of a_ specified district 
will enable sagehens to receive 
closed season protection they re- 
quire, and will admit a deer season 
opening September 1, with grouse, 


mountain quail and squirrel, the 
campers’ “pot-boilers,”) all coming 
into action together. The great 


plenty of valley quail will admit a 
two and a half months’ season on 
them, opening October 15, a day or 
two before ducks become lawful 
game, and thus the sportsman will 
find the Owens Valley his Mecca, in- 


deed, from September to the New 
Year, by when, in normal seasons, 
the snows have made game  alto- 


gether too accessible to the gun to 
admit of further shooting. This 
programme probably will be recom- 
mended regardless of winter condi- 
tions as affe¢e¢ting the counties farther 
south, which will be vontinued in 
their present district four, if the 
plans of the Fish and Game Com- 
mission prevail, making such spe- 
cial legislation as weather develop- 
ments of the remainder of the win- 
ter appear to warrant in conserving 
the quail of the lower ‘counties. 

Seizures of over the limit of 
aNalones,. consisting of twenty Sacks, 
and of undersized halibut were made 
by the Fish and Game Commission 
last week among other activi- 
ties, aS a reminder that the State 
laws again govern commercial fish- 
eries, following the rescinding of the 
Food Administration's temporary ex- 
ceptions made under the exigencies 


of war tire.

the drawn tank comes into its own. 
The one thing against the type is 
that it costs more to produce than 
the other types. 

So generally reliable are the fuel 
tanks of today, that the owner’s 
principal interest in them resolves 
itself into studying the method of 
supporting the tank. When the 
fuel tank ig filled with fourteen or 
fifteen gallons of gasoline, it makes 
a pretty hefty piece of equipment, 
and it is subject, moreover, to cer- 
tain stresses when the car is travel- 
ing over more or iess indifferent 
roads. A tank located in the rear 
must not be too rigidly supported, 
or else in the weaving of the frame 
when the car is in motion, the 
joints of the tank may be sprung. 
One of the best methods of hangc- 
ing the fuel tank is by means of 
Straps oor bands of eighteen or 
twenty-gauge steek. an inch and a 
half wide and lMwed with brake band 
lining material, to prevent squeak- 
ing. Bolster plates must always be 
used to keep the supporting straps 


from bending over the joints of the 
tank. as t would cause speedy 
breakage. 


I know of a cas@® where a car 
owner had almost endless trouble 
with breakage of his gas tank. No 
sooner would he get it fixed up than 
it would be broken again. When 
he made a carefu) inapection he 
found that the spring clip was be- 
ing deflected by the weaving of the 
chassis. co that it struck the tank 
at certain times and inevitably 
breakge resulted. 

The great drawhack with the 


selder that must be used in 
ing the joints of the tank. is the 
fact that while it makes a satisfac- 
tory seal, it altogether lacks fiexi- 
bility. The result ig that when 
strains and stresses come with 
travel, the solder tends to break 
and allow the joint to open. So 
when a Jeak occurs in the gasoline 
tank the first place to look is at 
the soldering. In cases where the 
seams of the tank have been 
riveted and then soldered there is 
little likelihood of any trouble 
occurring. 

When the gasoline feed tube en- 
ters at the top of the tank, it is 
the accepted practice to brace it at 
the bottom, so as to minimize vi- 
bration. Also the best design of 
today tends to place the filler spout 
in the body of the tank rather than 
in one of the heads, With the 
filer spout in the top of the tank 
no air locks can form when the 
fuel is bging poured into the tank, 
and this saves quite a little possible 
annoyance. 

The fuel tank fs usually good for 
the Hfe of the car, unless it is abom- 
inably abused in some way. Very 
little attention is demanded by the 
tank. Twi a year the tank and 
all ite fuel line connection should 
be milnutely and tightened. 
The supports that hold the tank in 
Place should be drawn 
three times a year. 
leakage occurs, without obvious or 
readily-discoverable cause, it is well 


to suspect the supports, because, if | 


these fail, the stresses will certainly 
open the seams and allow the fuel to 
leak out.

GUISTO SHINES 
IN A NEW ROLE.

Milk for Babes. ° 


IRIES mark up their prices, and milk 
famines are threatened in some parte 

of the country. 
This fs largely due to unnecessary hater 
ference by so-called “health” officers in pas- 
— milk and serumizing and killing 


milk is merely a lazy way of 
covering up the product of dirty dairies. 
Pasteurization does not kill the germs in 
‘milk, but it does lessen its food value. In- 
fants, when fed exclusively on sterilized or 
pasteurized milk, develop rickets, constipa- 
tion and ultimately consumption. 

See that the dairies are clean and that 
the cows are given some exercise, and never 
use pasteurized or sterilized milk, when you 
can get raw milk. 

The manazers of several of the = 
Los Angeles dairying companies were 
cently charged by the city authorities ao 
selling as milk. a concoction of skimmed 
milk, powder, water and a small amount of 
cream. Notwithstanding the high price of 
milk, this mixture had been sold for use Dy 
children, invalids and the County Hospital. 
Nice business. 

The vital importance of pure milk for chil 
dren was strikingly shown in England dur- 
ing the war. Following is from an article 
in the National Geographical Magazine for 
October: 

“Before the war had even approached its 
climax, Britain discovered that it faced a 
shortage, among other things of milk. The 
government ~yery high prices to 
Induce production; but the sacrifice of 
herds, plowing up of grass lands, and defici- 
ency of labor rendered stimulative effects 
futile. There was not enough milk to go 
round in the old, easy way, and administra 
tion stepped im to insure first against profl- 
teering and second that those who most 
needed it aheuld have their share of the 
milk. 

“Observe the results. Some months ago 
the British Medical Association discussed 
remarkable vital stat‘stics. It found that 
for the last precedin«c vear the death rate 
among infants under five years old had been 
about one-half the rate in pre-war times. It 
was a phenomenon beyond the comprehen- 
sion of anything but common sense. 

“For the first time in the modern history 
of Britain there had Been milk enough for 
all the babies--and good mifk.

This, in brief, is what Germany has lost 
mm Kiauchau Bay and the hinterland of which 
she claimed ownership before they were 
taken from her by Japan in 1914. Just what 
will be done with them, the peace conference 
will determine. They may remain under the 
control of Japan, or they may go back to 
China; but it is sure they never more will 
be allowed in the hands of the Germans. 


Germany practiced the same methods in 
acquiring this property that she has used 
throughout the great war in Europe. She 
had long cast covetous eyes on the harbors 
of the Eastern Pacific, and the killing In a 


created, 


riot of two German missionaries was her 


excuse to wrest this region from China. It 


did not matter that the missionaries be- 
-Jonged to a sect which had been driven out 


of Prussia. The Kaiser adopted their ghosts 
and sent three German gunboats to demand 
reparation. The squadron was the 
command of Prince Henry, now plain Henry 
Hohenzollern, the brother of W. Hohenzol- 
lern, now interned in Holland; and when it 
left Kiel the Kais.r made a farewell speech, 
saying he sent it forth as “the mailed fist 
of Germany.” 


The Mailed Fist Has 
Always Been Heavy. 


HEN Prince Henry arrived in Kiauchau 
Bay, he demanded the lease or Tsing 
‘tau and the neighboring district for a period 
of ninety-nine years, and a little later on, 
the region was declared a German protecto- 
rate. The power of the Kaiser grew and 


German kultur was rapidly introduced. At’ 


the time of the Boxer rebellion, when in com- 
bination with the other nations he sent his 
troops to China, he gave them orders “to 
spare no one and to make no prisoners.” 
The Foreign Office of Germany changed 
these orders, but when the trouble was over 
they sent a telegraphic note to China saying 
that the German government considered the 
delivering up and the punishment of the 
men responsible for the outrages as indes- 
penaable to any negotiations of peace. 

If the same rule were followed today, the 
Kaiser, the leaders af the junkers and the 
Krupps and other capitalists who financed 
the present war would have to be hanged 
before the peace conference could go on. 

It was in this way that the Kaiser got his 


..feothold in China. The time the forced treaty 


was signed was the 6th of March, 1898. 
He did not let the grass grow under his 
feet. A force of engineers was sent to the 
ald of the army. Kiauchau Bay was sur- 
veyed, and the greater part of the Shantung 
Peninsula practically taken over by the Ger- 
mans, Engineers were sent back into the 
interlor and the whole province of Shantung, 
a territory as large as Illinois, with a popula- 
tion almost one-third that of the United 


States, was claimed as the sphere of German 


influence and trade. 


He Went Right 4 


HE Kaiser then ordered the impreve- 
ment of the harbor and the building of 
the town of Tsingtau.. The Bay of Kiauchau 
is about the best in North China. It is a 
broad expanse of water on the seuthern 
coast of the Shantung Peninsula, which juts 
out between the Gulf of Pechili on the north, 
and the Yellow Sea on the south. It is 
backed by hills and the entrance is narrow, 
and easily defended. The bay, itself, is 
about twenty miles square, and it has 
enough deep water to contain the fleets of 
the world. The Germans dredged it out 
here and there. ~ 
They built a breakwater of stone quarried 
from the hills nearby and brought down on 
a railroad built for the purpose. They made 
great piers and docks, including dry docks, 
and erected a ring of twelve forts along the 
ridges surrounding the bay. Three of these 
férts were especially strong and they played

The German improvements were of the 
most lasting character. They spent $7,000, 
000 in dredging the harbor and bay. The 
piers are of granite. They have a iloating 
dock, capable of lifting 16,000 tons, and a 
modern gravity dock, which can accommo- 
date the largest merchant ships and men-of- 
war afloat. Within ten years, the Germans 


_ have spent more than $30,000,000 on the 


harbor alone, and it is safe to say that their 


expenditures on the town of Teing-tau and - 


the railroads which they have built into the 
interior have cost more than $100,000,000, 


The town of Tsing-tau is one. of the finest 
foreign settlements.of the Far Hast. lt Hes 
right on the end of the peninsula, at the en- 
trance to the bay, its red-roofed houses 
@imbing the slopes of the hills, with the 
fertifications behind. The seashore is bor- 
dered by a massive wal) and along the top 
of this is a driveway which forms the chief 
promenade and driving place in the evening. 
Facing this drive, is the Hotel Prince Henry 
and some of the chief business buildings. 

Tsing-tau has boulevards and well-ordered 
streets. It has sewers and waterworks, elec. 
tric lights and the best of sanitary condl- 
tions.

Nevertheless, the 
forts held out for six weeks after the block 
ade was declared; and for more than a week 
after the Japanese had begun to bombard 
them with their vig guns, 140 in number. 
The bombardment began Octobér 21, 1914, 
and it was not until November 7 that the 
Sarrison capitulated.

Hard Fighters. 


N THE siege the Germans did credit to 

their military reputation. When the im- 
perial Japanese government sent its demand 
that the fort be given up the Governor. of 
Kiauchau, Capt. Meyer-Waldeck, replied: “If 
the enemy wants Tsing-tau it must come and 
take it." This was August 15. 1914.’ Bhe 
Japanese did not wait long to accept the 
challenge. Twelve days later the second 
squadron of their fleet was in front of the 
harbor and the blockade Degan. The port 
was bombarded by the ships and the forts on 
shore responded. 

In the meantime the three German cruis- 
ers, the Emden, the Scharnhorst and the 
Gneisenau, had left the town & its own 
resources, the Emden starting out on that re- 
markable cruise during which she destroyed 
more than $5,000,000 werth of British ship- 
ping in Bay of Rengal, bombarded 
Mad@ras and, disguised by a dummy extra 
funnel and fiying the Japanese flag, crept 
into Penang and sank a Russian cruiser and 
& French torpedo boat destroyer. She kept

/ The Japanese made things mighty uncom- 
fortable for Kiauchau. They had airplanes 


and hydroplanes, with which they dropped 
bombs on the fort and city, trying to hit the 
ammunition depots, the signal station, the 
electric light plants and the kerosene oil 
tanks. In opposition, the Germans had only 
two balloons and one little Taube, The Japa- 
nese filled one of the balloons with shrapnel 
holes, and the other was lost by a strong 
wind, which carried it out over the Yellow 
Sea. The Taube left the port the day before 
the surrender and flew to the Chinese city 
of Haichaw, 180 miles away, where it. was 
interned, its aviator making his way to the 
United States. 

After the siege was over the Japanese took 
possession of the port and the country sur- 
rounding. Since then many civillan Japa- 
nese have arrived, and the trade has been 
largely captured by Japan. Last year it 
had 78 per cent. of the imports and 95 per 


cent. of the exports. There are said to be 


about 10,000 Japanese now living and doing 
business in Tsing-tau. Nevertheless, the 
Japanese government alleges that it is will- 
ing to give back the civil administration of 
the Shantung Peninsula to China, and this 
may be the decree of the peace conference 


Germany is Strong Commercially 
in that Territory. 

HATEVER be the decision as to the 
government of the territoryg it is 
bound to continue to be the chief commercial 
stronghold of the Germans in the Far Fast. 
They have exploited the country adjo:ning 
and have established connections, commer- 
cial and otherwise, which will enable ihem 
to control much of the trade. They have 
built a railroad 250 miles long from the port 
to Tsinanfu, the capital of Shantung, and 


this conhects with the road running north > 


to Tien-tsin and south to Shanghai. It is now 
possible to go from Shanghai to Kiauchau 
in a comfortable train. 

The Germans have opened up the coal 
mines which lie about sixty miles back from 
Tsing-tau, and these mines will compete with 
the Japanese mines at Nagasaki and the Chi- 
The Shantung coal 
deposits are said to be large and the coal is 
close to the surface of the earth. 

In visiting the Kaiping mines I was taken 
down more than 1000 feet below ground, and 
when I went through the Japanese mines at 
Nagasaki I traveled for miles’in tunnels 
far down under the Pacific Ocean. The 
Shantung mines have been worked by the 
Chinese for generatiens. They dug the coal 
out with picks and carried it over the coun. 
try on the backs ef mules and donkeys and 
in carts and wheelbarrows. 

Outside the territory reached by the rail- 
roads the wheelbarrow is Shantune’s chief 
means of heavy transport. It is a rude 
monocycle, with a wheel coming up through 
the center of the bed and a shelf on each 
side of the wheel. The freight is carried 
on the shelves in baskets or bags. Such har-

HEN spring breezes blow, lilies 
\X } bloom, white blossoms embrace 


the plam’s slender boughs with 

siniles and the martins hover in 
‘busy méods— this time—to the Americans 
is merely the time of times—-the common 
February of the year—but to the Chinese, 
it ig the greatest time of the year and there 
are celebrations and feasts. 


When the lanterns aglow the dark alleys 
with gay lights, the children touden the 
narrow streets with firecrackers, and the 
high melodies of the Flowery Kingdom float 
from the temples out into the scen 
Americans who are at leisure flock to the 
district to behold the strange sights and to 
be amuse@, and the intelligent ones form a 
mystery in the mind with the question to 
be dissolved: 
brate their New Year in our February?” 

Of course, there must be a reason and 
there must be a cause of creation, for every 
stream of Chinece doings and things has its 
fountain or spring. A Chinese never acts 
without a reason, and never creates with- 
out a cause, So there ig hope to find out 
why and how about the Chinese New Year. 
Perhaps its spring has been lost in the 
remote jungle of age, but we surely can re- 
know it by tracing the stream of Chinese 
history 


ment of Time. 


E FIND that the Chinese cycle or 

measurement of time was invented 
during the reign of Huang Ti about 2637 
B.C. Huang Ti has been held by the Chi- 
nese historians as the founder of China. 
He invented armor and spears, triumphe@ 
over his several rivals, and divided the 
country into ten provinces He taught the 
people to make garments, roads and vessels. 
He also fixed weights and measures to regu- 
late the trades oun @e system of ten to each 
scale. Having done all this, he desired to 
have a cycle to register time and divide the 
year into seasons. Therefore, he ordered 
Tai Hu, who was an astronomer, to under 
take the task. 

Tai Hu at once consulted the sky and 
searched the earth, He selected ten 
words to represent the changes of the 
former and twelve numbers to represent 

latter. For A-B- 
C-D-E-F-G-H-1-J stand for sky; 5, 
combined together in sets of two, such 
A-1, which means the first year; B-2 
means the second and so forth. 
emperor's reign was one years 
time, so sixty was then chosen to designate 


century. However, as tmere are only ten 
symbols for the sky, and twelve for the 
earth, in order to represent twelve 
a division of sixty, A and B of the sky sym- 
bols, were combinéd with eleven and twelve 
of the earth. Because the lower or earth 
remaing the same, but the higher or sky 
changes the computing was, therefore, done 
in this fashion: For the first twelve years: 

A-1, B-2, C3, D4, E-5, F-4, G-7, H-8, 1-9, 
J-10, A-ll, B-12. The next twelve then be- 
‘gan with C, as C-1, D-2 and so on to C-ll 
and D-12. The third with E, as El, F-2, 
etc., to E-1l and F-12; the fourth with G, as 
G-1, H-2, ete., to G-ll and E-12; the fifth 


with I, as 5-2, ete., to I-11 and J-12. 


But this way of counting time is a difii- 


cult one. From when the cycle was first : 


invented (B.C. 2637) to the present, there 
have been almost seventy-six changes of 
sixty years. If a certain book was written 
or printed some centuries ago, it took a 
skillful arithmetician to figure out the ex- 
act date. But when Confucius compiled the 
books of poetry, rites and others, he em- 
ployed the years of the reign (which is 
more or less akin to the European way 
such as George I or Charlies II) along with 
the cycle and this. method hee weed: 
China ever since. ~< 


The Calendar as it 
Was Regulated. 
"HE calendar was regulated a century 


after the invention of the cycle in the 
reign of Hong Yao who succeeded Huang 


Ti. An old Chinese tradition says at the. 


foot of the stairs of his palace grew a plant 
which was known as “Ming-kup.” The 
plant had fifteen leaves. The firat leaf 
sprouted as the neW moon appeared and 
the plant kept on growing one leaf each 
day until the fifteenth, when the moon was 
full. The sixteenth day one leaf fell as

The center of trade is at Tsinanfu. This 
is the capital and principal city of the in- 
terior. It is 250 miles from Tsing-tau, where 
the railroad built by the Germans joins the 
railroad running from Tien-tsin, south to the 
VYangtse River. The latter road connects 
Tsing-tau with Shanghai and Tien-tsin and is 
over 600 miles long. Tsinanfu has now 300,- 
600 inhabitants, and it is growing faster than 
any of our boom cities. It has quadrupled in 
sive since the Germans came and its popu- 
lation will be doubled again within ten years. 


Tsinanfu is the distrivating center for a 
region embracing tens of millions of people, 
and the Germans had run their trade lines 
out in every direction. They packed their 
goods so that they could be shipped easily 
by wheelbarrows or in carts and on donkeys. 
The city imports a great deal of American 
coal ofl, and it is a splendid market for ani- 
line and synthetic indigo dyes. Sewing ma- 
chines and nesdies are in demand, and the 
Singer company, an American firm, is now 
selling 2000 sewing machines there every 
year. Its sales ten years ago were only 100 
a year. It maintaing free sewing schools 
among the Chinese and advertises extensive- 
ly. It would pay other American industries 
to do likewise.

Dr. Karl F. Meyer of the Hooper Insti- 
tute of Medical Research of the University 
of California, who has been aiding authori- 
tles In combating the Influenza epidemic ta 
Portland, Ore., says: 


‘Serums have not yet been ‘introduced 
which produce immunity from Spanish in- 
finenza.” 


Then why do they keep on using and 
recommending them? Is it because the 
manufacture and use is highly profitable? 

You may say that if not helpful they are 
harmless. Not so. We do not often hear 
of cases ike that which transpired a few 
vears ago In the County Hospital of Los 
Angeles, when in one day eight patients 
died. from tnoculation, In a new way, with 
“salvarsan.” For obvious reasons, such 
cases afe not published broadcast.

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THE ‘GCOORKHAS OF THE HIMALAYAS. 


BS BRAVES HINDOUB” is the ex- 
pression the appreciative French 
use buoyantly of the Hindys. 

One of the classes of the Hindus 
who went to fight for democracy was the 
Gvorkhas. They are not subjects of Great 
Britain, but many of them serve in the 
British Indian army. 

The Goorkhas have extraordinary fighting 

positions, and they have distinguished 

emselves in the battlefields of Flanders. 
During the early part of the war six bat- 
talions of Goorkhas were sent to France, and 
“these deservedly famous soldiers did not 
fail,” according to Gen. Sir James Willcocks, 

“te prove that the Goorkhas of Nepal are 
some of the best fighting men in-the British 
Empire.” 

The Goorkhas are born fighters. Their 
Philosophy, of life, religion, tradition, cli- 
mate and splendid isolation make them so. 

The land they live in is Nepal, situated at 
the foot of the majestic, inspiring, snow- 
capped mountains, the Himalayas (abode of 
snow.) Nepal is the size of England and 
Scotland combined, and has an area of 60,000 
square miles. Within a space of 450 miles 
‘Jong and 150 miles wide, 5,500,000 souls 
live. They enjoy both the energizing, eter- 
nal snow of Mt. Everest (over 29,000 feet 
~high,) and mild, philosophizing breeze of 
the’ languid temperature of the plains of 
India. 

Life and activity of the state is centered 
in the Valley of Nepal, oval-shaped and 
-about 4500 feet above the sea level. It is 
but twenty miles long and fifteen broad, 
most of the territory being the wildest and 
inaccessible mountain ranges. It is said 
that. in remote ages this portion of Nepal 
was a mountain lake, surrounded by the cir- 
eular range of hills. In consequence of the 
subterranean convulsions and gradual but 
continuous elevation from the bottom of the 
mountain districts, the water of the lake es- 


caped by carving a channel through the |. 


south side, which is at present known as the 
hed of the Baghmati River. 


The Coorkhas Cook Very 
Much Like Japanese. 


HE people living in the land of tossed, 

tumbled, corrugated mountains haye be- 
come tough. The Nepalese are strongly 
built. are short, stubby, of the Aryo- 
Mongolian type, big-boned, bow-legged, bul- 
let headed gclean shaven. If the Goorkhas 
don the same uniform as the Japanese do, 
they look exactly alike. They are bronzed, 
wind-tanned and wiry. They have strong 
resistance power to bear the changing 
weather and have wonderful ability to en- 
dure hardships. Being diminutive, they 
climb mountains with ease and pleasure. 
The travelers are tickled in amazement to 
find these small mountaineers carrying 300 
to 400 pounds baggage on their backs with- 
out showing the slightest sign of dis- 
comfort. 

Nepal is not peopled by the Goorkhas 
alone. Many races and diverse tribes living 
together, intermingling and intermarrying 
with each other, have formed a common na- 
tionality. Aryan Hindus have freely inter- 
married with Mongolian races of the land, 
and it has left a pronounced stamp of the 
Mongolian type on the features of the people. 
I do not think intermarriage has created 
- among the races any tendency towards deg- 
radation. The artistic and -idealistic Ne- 
wars have been improved by the infusion of 
blood from the veing of the martial Aryan 
Rajputs, and now they can spiritedly stand 
for their own. self-preservation; on the other 
hand, the war-mad Goorkheas have been soft- 
ened by the tender touch of the Newars. 

Goorkhas and Newars are the two most 
important classes. The former being of the 
ruling dynasty occupies the superior place. 
She Newars carry on trade and commerce. 
The advancement of art is practically done 
by the Newars, who have left indelible 
marks of their skill and idealistic concep- 
tion in the shrines, temples, and public 

ings. They live luxuriously and decent- 
ly, and have a foolish notion that the greater 
one becomes, the less one should do with 
their hands. Consequently idleness has be- 
come the idol of their life.

Nepal is therefore the only independent 
state among the despondent and dependent 
states of India. In its interna) affairs, the 
British government has no right and dbdes 
not dare to interfere, and it is due to the in- 
dependent character of the Nepalese gov- 
ernment, the friendship and alliance have 
been made possible and maintained bet ween 
the two governments in time of danger and 
difficulties.

Nepalese zealously guard -their borders, 
having got the lessons from the instances of 
the Rajas of the plains of Hindustan.

The main food of the Goorkhas is rice and 
some sort of porridge. They occasionally in- 
dulge in fish which they catch in the rivers. 
Meuntain trout can be found abundantly in 
Nepal, and fishing is an a sport 
for the travelers. 

Wit, humor, joviality are the main charac- 
t@ristics of the people. They are enthusi- 
astic, cheerful and care-free. Everywhere 
they cdh be found smiling and laughing, 
sometimes uproariously. Even in their quar- 
rels, there is abundance of humor. 

The people are industrious and show a 
real knowledge in agriculture... Nepal) has 
excellent irrigation systems and abundant 
water supply with pipes laid everywhere, 
the work of the local Nepalese engineers. 
In 640 A.D. a Chinese Ambassador thus 
spoke of the country: 
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going on. 
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“The houses are of wood, painted and 
sculptured; the pedple are fond of bathing, 
of dramatic representation of astrolocy, and 
bloody sacrifices. . . Irrigation, prac- 
tically and scientifically applied, makes the 
soil of great value. Commerce pros- 
pers and trade is well organized and di- 
rected.” 


Goorkha Women Have 
Advanced ‘Ideas. 


N RECENT years Nepal has made strides 

towards modern improvements. The 
women of Nepal have no purdah system, the 
false modesty of covering the face with 
veil. They freely move, and share the bur- 
den of responsibilities of maintenance of the 
family. The women often wear a kind of 
short skirt and bodice, made of the cloth 
woven in their loom. They also put 
on “Sari” made of silk or fine cotton. Sari 
is a long piece of cloth, which is artistically 
draped over the body. The clothes are gor- 
geously striped. They do not decorate or 
beautify their bodies with ornaments. The 
hair of the women is parted in the middle, 
braided and bound in a knot in the back of 
the head, and it looks just like the wings of a 
butterfly; or sometimes they raise the hair 
over the ears and decorate with flowers to 
appear as the crown. 


The conveyances are few in number ip 
Nepal. Foot, elephants and palanquins afte 
mostjy used. Palanquins as a rule are 
meant for women.. The shape of the palan- 
quins is similar to the old-styled coach car- 
riages. They are made ot light wood, and 
the bottom is often of netted strings which 
serve the purpose of springs. For the com 
fort of the rider, mattresses and cushions 
are used. The rider may sit in a half-reclined 
position, or may lie down. There are two 
strong heavy poles attached to the two ends 
of the palanquin, which is carried over the 
shoulders by two or four bearers who often 
sing folk songs to break the monotony of 
the tiresome job. 


Goorkha People Are 
Great for Festivals. 


HE land of Goorkhas is full of festivals. 

In every month—nay, once in every 
week—there is some sort of merry-making 
Most of the festivals are con- 
nected with religion. Feasting, presentation 
of gifts, dancing, music, fun become impor- 
tant functions of the festivals. The spirit 
of “I don’t care” and gaiety prevail abun- 
dantly. Nepal has kept up the enthu- 
siasm, cheerfulness, and sunshiny nature of 
the Hindus, while a shadow of gloominess 
and despondency hag been cast upon the 
vlains of Hindustan, where “the sun is set. 
the moon is set, fire is gone out, but the sou! 
is the light of life.” 


One of the most important religious festi- 
vals ig Durga Puja. It is held during the au- 
tumn season. I have not known the people 
of the West throw themselves in the whirt- 
pool of festivities in Christmas days as the 
Hindus and the Nepalese do during the time 
of their Puja. The Durga Puja ceremony lasts 
for over five days. The last day of the cere- 
mony is Bijaya, Le., triumph of rights over 
unrighteousness. In this day, grudge, cross 
feeling, enmity must be forgotten; friendship 
and good will dre promoted; and friends and 
foe must embrace each other in a spirit of 
cordiality. 

Durga is the symbol of energy, the source 
of power. She is the consort of Shiva, the 
meditative and contemplative god. Shiva - 
is the eternal spirit, the soul of things, 
while “She is the force that stands behind 
the evolution of the universe, working out 
the infinite changes through which the abso- 
lute is progressively realizing himself in the 
cosmic process.” Durga is the personifica- 
tion of the cosmic forces—active female 
energy. She is the creator and mother of 
all finite and separate things. In tlie Ma- 
hanirvana Tantra Shiva says to her: “Thou 
art the only Para Prakriti (material na- 
ture) of the supreme soul Brahman, and 
from thee as its mother has spru the 
vhole universe. O Gracious One! What- 
ever there is in this world of things that 
have been, and are without motion, from 
intelligence to atom, owes its origin to and 
is dependent upon thee. Thou art the 
origin of all manifestations.”

EFORE the world war Europe, .exclud- 
ing Russia and Turkey, for which ac- 
figures do not appear to be 
available, consumed about 25,000,000,000 
pounds of meat a year. According to the 
Food Administration, as comprehensive a 
survey as it is possible to make under the 
prevailing chaotic conditions in Europe in- 
dicate that in the year now opening the 
meat supply of the same European coun-— 
tries from home sources will total about. 
7,500,000,000 pounds, with  10,000,000,000. 


pounds as the highest possible estimate. | 


Figures available from meat- producing | 
countries throughout the world outside of 
Europe indicate, according tg the Food Ad- 
ministration, that a total of about 7,500,- 
000,000 pounds of meat can be supplied 
that continent from other sourcés.. Of this 
amount, it fs believed, the United Panes | 
is in a position to furnish around 4,259, 
000,000 pounds during the present year. 

Meat consumption in Europe this year 
War has 


taken a ghastly harvest of lives in the’ 


past four years and, great as is the need. 
of the population for food,-the number of 

inhabitants on the continent has been so 

reduced that the actual amount of meat 

required cannot equal the amount con- 

sumed before the conflict began. It is es- 

timated, in fact, that 20 per cent. less will 

be needed than in 1913. Even taking this - 
fact into consideration, however, it would 
seem that Europe, with her own best ef- 
forts and with all the available supplies 
from the outside world to draw, upon, would | 
be unable to get the meat attually needed 

The deficit will be easily 25 per cent. 


In the face of such facts as these, it is 


apparent that the production of. meat on | 


the farms of America can be safely and 
profitably extended far beyond its Sasaat| 
limits. In Southern California, probably, 
as much as in any other part of the coun-.

T THIS time, when the demand for all 


grades of pork is weak and hogs jam 


the stockyards, it is important- that 
the producer keep in close touch with .mar- 
ket conditions and above all refrain from 
that great outdoor sport of American hog- 
raisers—consigning stock without notifica- 
tion. If more care along these lines is not 
exercised by the farmer when he markets 
his hogs the topheavy supply and increasing 
receipts May prove too great a strain for 
the $17.50 price agreement, and the _ 
may fall of its own weight. 

The Los Angeles market, in common with 
other Pacific Coast markets, seems not to 
have received the full benefit of the rail- 
road embargo and restricted-movement plan, 
and far too much stock is being received 
on a weak market. An epidemic of beef- 
eating, acting to the detriment of pork con- 
sumption, seems to be coincidental with the 
spread of influenza, despite the recent up- 
ward movement of the price of beef. 

If the producer seeks light gn the state 
of the market and the supply and negotiates 
with the buyer or packer for his stock he 
invariably gets a better price for his hogs. 
The market reports sent out daily by the 
United States Bureau of Markets in Los 
Angeles, which will be sent to anyone in- 
terested upon application, contain accurate 
data on receipts at local and faraway mar.

One beekeeper at La 
Verne shipped several carloads of honey to 
London during the war. The extent of 
honey exportation can be judged in some 
degreé by the fact that a firm in Medina, 
O., exported more than $1,000,000 worth of 
honey to Belgium alone during the past 
year. | 

é THIS IS LAND OF HONEY 

Bee keeping is an industry of considerable 
importance in nearly every county of Call- 
fornia, but experts admit that Southern 
California produces the most honey in the 
emallest area. Imperial county, with its 
15,000 colonies of bees, tops them all in 
tonnage, owing to its vast alfalfa acreage 


and its long honey harvesting - season.

— 
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Riverside county, with its almost limitless 
acreage of orange groves, stands second on 
the list, from standpoint of production. San 
Diego is probably third, having 35,000 colo- 
nies of bees, but acknowledging a somewhat 
shorter honey season. 

The honey center of the world is Los a 
geles. This statement comes from Dr. EF. 
R, Root, editor of Gleanings in Bee Culture, 
and head of the biggest bee supply house in 
the world, who is now lecturing on bees in 
California for the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the University of 
California. He says that more honey is 
produced within 200 miles of Los Angeles 
than in any other similar area in the world, 
and that Los Angeles county itself produces 
an enormous tOnnage of the sweet stuff. 
His opinion is that the aplary country reach- 
ing along the foothills of the Sierra Madre 
range from Devil's Gate to Upland is prob- 
ably the most important honey section in 
the United States. 

NECTAR OF ORANGES. 2 

He designates this locality as being 
most important because, like Riverside 


county, it produces an abundance of orange 
blossom honey, which the market seems 
to never get enough of. Southern Cali- 
fornia has very nearly a corner on orange 
blossom honey because Florida's citrus 
acreage is insignificant compared to the 
200,000 acres of bearing citrus groves in 
this State. Orange blossom honey is 
whiter and of finer flavor than any other 
variety. 

Sagebrush honey, made from black, 
white and button sages, which grow wild 
in the mountains of this State, ranks seco 
in quality. Alfalfa honey comes third, wi 
buckwheat fourth and eucalyptus fifth. The 
latter is not of importance in the market, 
but it is vitally necessary to build up the 
bee colonies in the early weeks of spring. 
Sagebrush honey is regarded as of high 
commercial value because it is the only 
known variety which will not granulate in 
cold weather. 
ployed by extractors and bottlers who mix 
it with other varieties of honey to prevent 
them from granulating or turning to sugar. 
Alfalfa honey, produced here in great abun- 
dance, is a splendid honey, but is rather 
dark in color and somewhat strong in flavor. 
It is excellent when combined with some 
other variety, and finds ready sale even 
without being mixed. 


LONGER HARVEST SEASON. 
Dr. Root says Southern California leads 
all other sections in the production of honey 
because the bees can gather sweets from 


early April to late Juiy or August. This is 
so because of the unlimited: supply of blos- 


|soms to be found here at all times during 


the growing months. The bees feed up on 
eucalyptus honey, start manufacturing or- 
ange blossom honey, switch over to sage- 
brush and alfalfa honey, and finish the sea- 
son on dean blossoms. Nature provides 
food for bees all the year round in Southern 
California. They can go out in the middle 
of January and drink a cupful of nectar 
from blossoming roses. The profusion of 
flowers here all the year through keeps the~ 
colonies strong and thrifty. In Eastern - 
States the bees are fortunate if they have 
a ten-week honey-gathering season. Being 
particularly favored by nature in the mat- 
ter of perennial flowers Los Angeles is re- 
garded as the center of honey production, 
according to Dr. Root. He claims that 
there are more bee keepers within 100 
miles of Los Angeles than in all the other 
counties of the State. 

“In the not far distant future I think I 
can see the honey production of California 
quadrupled,” ventures Dr. Root. “There is 
enough waste lAnd in the mountains of 
this State to produce ten times the amount 
of honey now gathered by your bees. Most 
of The mountain land I have in mind is of 

no value for agricultural purposes, but is 
admirably equipped for apiculture because 
of the wild ste! and sage which it 
supports. 

NEED MOUNTAIN ROADS. 


“The only obstacle I can see in the way 
of rapid development along this line is that 
there is a sad lack of good mountain roads. 
Bee farmers will not go into the business 
where they have to pack the bees in and 
the honey out on mules, California needs 
a great many mountain roads, even if thes

be produced quickly and at a lower cost 
than all other meats be given careful at- 
tention. 

Rabbit meat in France, Belgium and Hol- 
land is a common article of diet and those 
countries will soon be calling on the United 
States to supply. breeding stock for their 
use. 

Three thousand tests extending over 
three years’ time prove that one doe will 
give five litters a year of six each and 
that, if these were killed at three months 
of age, when they weigh three pounds each, 
the doe would be producing ninety pounds 
of good meat. .This same doe can be kept 
in a back yard in a space three by four 
feet, does not crow like a rooster nor quack 
like a duck, in fact, makes no noise, and 
if properly cared for produces no odor.

dent Extermination Division of the State 
Horticultural Commission, were able to make 
a few interesting observations. In Coachel- 
la Valley, it was learned that during Parts of 
the year the Palm Springs round-tailed 
ground squirrel, Citellus tereticaudus chlo- 
rus, has a habit of cutting off and eating 
dates during various stages of their growth. 
Dates bringing $1 to $1.50 per pound soon 
make possible the running up of a consid- 
erable economic loss. This species habitual- 
ly leads a solitary existence except when 
particularly attractive food supply encour- 
ages the concentration of their forces. 
Dates and alfalfa have been the products 
of California's tropical climes that seem to 
appeal to them as articles of food. . 

The Fisher ground squirrel, Citellus bee- 
chevi fisheri, has adapted himself to a date 
consuming proclivity whenever these can be 
grown close to areas where this species is 
found. At the desert base of Mt. San Ja- 
cinto are acreages where dates have been 
and can be grown. The Fishér ground squir- 
rel follows down the canyons and brushy 
slopes to the desert floor but goes no further. 
Some complaint as to the damage they do 
has already been received.

THE FOLLY OF WASTING GDOD 
FEED ON THE BOARDER COW. 


BY A U. 8. DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE EXPERT. 


FIRE will not burn without fuél, an 
engine refuses to run without oil, and 
a dynamo balks. without power. The 
dairyman who tries to produce a regular 
and generous flow of milk from a herd that 
is fed on a hit-or-miss, hand-to-mouth style 
of ration, lives to learn. There are many 
unprofitable dairy cows in the country to- 
day because farmers are wasting labor and 
feed in attempting to transform low-produc- 
ing cows into wage-earners or because 
dairymen are underfeeding the productive 
and overfeeding the shirker animals in 
their herds. 

During the period of final transition 
from war to real peace, with grains in lim- 
ited supply and high priced, the maximum 
of care should be exercised to prevent the 
waste of any of these valuable materials. 
Under existing conditions all farm rough- 
ages should be utilized to the fullest extent 
consistent with economic production. How- 
ever, it ig the height of folly to starve the, 
deserving dairy cows in order to save grain. 
Good cows must be fed and fed well. Every 
effort should be exerted to produce as much 
milk as possible and still to maintain the 
cows in the pink of productive condition. 
Feed the profitable cows to capacity accord-. 
ing to their; production. Cull the unprofit- 
able cows from the herd immediately. The 
manufacture of beef in the dairy barn does 
not pay even in view of the high prices 
which fat cows now bring for butcher dispo- 
sition. . 

KNOW EACH COW’S YIELD. 

Every dairyman should know the daily 


production of each cow in his herd. Such 


sive use of the scales and the Babcock test 
This is' the era of the cow-testing associa- 
tien, as such co-operative work is effective 
in the detection of unprofitable cows as 
well as in properly regulating the amount 
of feed which should be supplied to each 
cow in the herd. The records of one cow- 
testing association.show that during a two 
year period the cows-which received 1200 
pounds of concentrates yielded an average 
income above the cost of feed of $33 an ani- 
mal, while the cows whicn were fed be- 
tween 1200 and 1800 pounds of concentrates 
yielded an income in excess of feed costs 
of $42. The animals whicn were fed over 
1800 pounds of concentrafes earned a net of 
$55 a head over feed cost. These figures il- 
lustrate the value’of better cows and better

systems of feeding according to production. 

The average of the records of forty cow- 
testing associations shows a rapid advance 
in income over cost of feed as. the quanti- 
ties of grain fed increased. In this instance 
the cost of concentrates for the first lot of 
cows was $7 apiece, while their income over 
cost of feed wag $5. The concentrates for 
the best lot ef cows cost $38, while their 
net earning capacity was $118. In a word. 
it would require’a herd of twenty-three 
cows similar to those in the first group to 
produce as much income over cost of feed 


as Was produced by the average cow of the 


last group. 

A common fault which exists among 
many dairymen who are unfamiliar with 
the valv» of cow-testing work is that they 
fail to feed grain to their dry cows while 
many of them do not even feed a balanced 
ration to the best of their cows. When 
grain is fed it is dished up. with a scoop 
shovel and all the cows are fed alike regard- 
less of production. Under such a method of 
management good cows are underfed while 
comparatively worthless individuals, are 
parasitic on the profits of their more indus- 
triougs mates. Where such conditions exist 
it. is of paramount importance that the 
farmer locate and dispose of the poor cows 
while he should feed the remainder accord. 
ing to production in order that the income 
over cost of feed may be increased. 

DO NOT WASTE GRAIN. 


Much grain is wasted by féeding it to 
cows that do not respond to better feed. 
The scoop shovel method of feeding all cows 
is worthy of vigorous condemnation. A 
study of cow-testing association records 
demonstrates that good cows should always 
be fed well. Grain is never so high-priced 
that it is not profitable to feed it to high- 
producing cows, the price of market milk 
and other conditions being equal. On the 
other hand, grain is never so cheap that it 
can be fed to low producers without much 
waste and loss. 

Two large herds in a certain cow-testing 
association were fed alike, both being sup- 
plied with a comparatively high grain ra- 
tion. One herd responded to the liberal 
feeding while the other did not. The av- 
erage income per animal over cost of feed 
for the first herd was $75 while for the 
second herd it was only 64 cents. These 
results strikingly demonstrate the value of 
high-producing cows which are well fed ac- 
cording to production. The low-producing 


-j herd wae fed a high grain ration regardless 


of milk yield and as a consequence much 
Valuabie grain was wasted. Present condi- 
tions demand that all such wastes should 
be eliminated by the retention of none but 
high-producing cows in the herd. 

FEED ACCORDING TO PRODUCTION. 


A careful tabulation of the feed records 
of another cow-testing associationsin which 
milk production and income over cost oi 
feed were high, reveals the fact trat the 
cows were liberally but economically fed. 
Silage and “leguminous hay constituted the 
roughage portion of the ration while the 
grain was fed according to known produc. 
tion of butterfat. During the winter these 
cows received one pound of grain daily for 
each pound of butterfat which they. pro- 
duced a week, while during the summer 
when pasture was short some supplemen- 
tary grain was also provided. During cold 
weather the cows consumed an average of 
thirty-three pounds of silage a day, while 
during the summer pasturage periods each 


‘cow received a total of 676 pounds of soiling 


crops. Generous milk flow and a high but- 
terfat test were the results of this liberal! 
feeding. The average butterfat production 
of all the cows on test in that association 
was 296 pounds and the average income 
over cost of fee was $56 a year. By the 
more liberal use of soiling crops and silage 
the cost of production could even have been 
lowered. 

. It is not only the patriotic duty of every 
dairy farmer to make the most of his grain 
his pocket 
where he feeds his cows according to pro 
duction and capacity. In England the laws 
now limit the amount of grain which can be 
fed to dairy cows and other classes of live 
stock, and similarly in this country patriotic 
common sense and public opinion should 
combine in effecting the same end without 
actual recourse to legal assistance. - This 
means that every pound of dairy feed 
shoud be devoted to the intensive pro 
duction of milk. Keep good cows and feed 
them well. Get rid of loafer cows as soon 
as possible. Keep track of the production 
record of each cow im your herd, through 
the medium of the cow-testing association 
If your community has no cow-testing asso- 
clation, organize one and do it now.

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REE planting time is right Upon us. 
During the past week or tWo the writer 
has noticed a number of places where 


trees are already being set. It is now high 
time for the prospective. planter of decidu- 
ous fruit trees to make up hig mind as to 
the variety or varieties he desires and to get 
in his order to the nurserfyman as sdon as 
possible. Nurserymen report censiderable 
demand and are now actively engaged in’ 
digging and culling their stock. With the 
supply of nursery stock somewhat below 
normal and a big demand early in the plant- 
ing season, he who hesitates is lost—he 
won't be able to get his treés if he waits 
much longer. ‘The order, whether it is for 
plums of prunes, peaches or ‘cots, walnuts 
or almonds, 6ranges or lemons, should be 


going in now. 


Preparing .the land for the young orchard 
should have been started last fall or even 
better yet, if it is raw land, a year ago last 
fall.. The land at least should. have been 
plowed deeply last fall before the main win- 
ter rains and left lie in the —_ sg thay 
every drop of rainfall might be absorbed 
and washing prevented. If one has plenty 
of time to ¢onsider the laying out of an or- 
chard it has been found very desirable to 


dry plow the land in the fall and after suf- 
ficient rainfall has occurred, to wet it down, |: 


seeding it to some grain, preferably barley. 
After the barley is off, the land can be 
thoroughly worked and planted to a crop 
such as beans, After the beans are off, it 
is dry plowed again and left lie in the rough 
through the winter and set out to trees after 
working down in the spring. For raw land 
some programme of this sort has proven ex- 
tremely beneficial, for it enables the owner 
to very thoroughly work the land down from 
the raw condition to a state of excellent

Trees can be ere before plowing, pro- 
vided a large hole is dug and extra care 
taken in setting them. Indeed, if planting 
time comes before the land has been put 
into good shape, it ig better to_ postpone 
plowing than planting. The first’ thing, 
however, after ordering, is to get the land 
ready. And don’t stint on expense in doing 
so. Plow it-deeply and get it into a good 
mellow condition. Take plenty of time and 
care to lay off the irrigation system ff you 
ever intend to irrigate. Time and effort 
spent in this work will pay you a hundred 
fold, for an orchard is a long-time invest- 
ment. 

If there is anv suspicion of hard forma- 
tions within the radius of root growth, 
which can readily be determined by the use 
of a sofl auger or spade, don't hesitate to 
use a charge of explosives sufficient to shat- 
ter thie untoward condition. It will pay 
well in the long run.

venient to get them just as soon after they 
arrive as possible. And don’t open the 
crates and hawl them out home without 
cover, ¢xposed to air and sun, and pile them 
in the barn. verything derends on those 
trees and care in handling them is extreme- 
ly important if they are to grow and thrive. 
Every year thousands of dollars are lost in 
nursery trees because of lack of proper at- 
tention in handling them after they are re- 
ceived: 

If you have to haul them any distance 
after they are uncrated, wet them ddwn and 
cover over with something to prevent, the 
roots from drying out. The best way is to 
haul the crates, if they come Crated, out to 
the orchard and heel the trees in as fast as 
taken out. For heeling in, a ldcation on a 
knoll where the soil dwes not get saturated 
or hold water In the trench should be se- 
lected. Dig a gaod trench and when ‘the 
trees are heeled in see that the dirt is well. 
sifted about the roots so that they will not 
dry out. If the weather is cold, do not let 
trees lie over night in the water trough or 
unprotected. They may be frosted, which 
often does not show up for a season or two 
after the trees are set. Care taken in hand- 
ling the trees will be amply repaid in a uni- 
form stand and thrifty growth. 


LAYING OFF FIELD. 

There are a number Of-planting systems 
to be found in use in various parts of the 
State but by far the most common is the 
square system. This plan for planting in- 
sures that the rows are laid off at right 
angles to each other. While this arrange- 
ment does not give the largest number of 


i 


trees to the acre nor make them equidistant, 


it ia by far the simplest system and by most 
growers held to be the best. ft is so gem 
erally in use and so satisfactory that there 
seems to be no real good reason for the 
prospective orchardist located on ‘fairly 
level land to use any other. 

There are a number of ways for laying off 
an orchard for squares, one of the common- 
est of which is marking off with a plow. An 
ordinary two-horse turning plow is 
with a “marker” set at the distance desired 
between the rows. The line of the first fur- 
row is laid off with a flag and subsequent 
furrows are plowed along the mark made by 
the,“marker.” When the field is laid off in 
one direction it is then plowed at right 
atigles and the trees planted at the inter- 
section of the furrows. About the only 
requisite for thissystem of laying off an or- 
chard is that the man plowing must be able 
to plow a reasonably straight furrow. 

Another method much used is that of 
measure and sight. The sighting stakes are 
usually laths, which may be 
dipped in whitewash to make them more 
visible. The field is measured all around 
and stakes placed at the proper intervals. 
Then a line of laths Is placed both ways 
through the middle and the job is finished 
by sighting. If one has patience and a good 
eye, very satisfactory work can be done 
with this method. 

Perhaps the most commion in use and 
most generally satisfactory is the method 
of marking off with’a wire. This wire which 
is of any length desired, is marked at the 
proper intervals with a solder bead or some 
suitable indicator and is stretched across 
the field by means of iron stakes set as far 
apart as the rows are desired. A stake is 
set at each bead and the job is done. 

No matter how carefully the field is laid 
out the rows of trees will not be true unless 
some form of tree setter is used, either the 
straight bar or triangle form. The notched 
straight bar is used most commonly and 
gives excellent results. It consists of a 
board, one inch thick, four incRes wide, and:

During the 
years of adaptation it has spread itself 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
African continent, reaching altitudes of 6000 
feet and covering the semi-and plains, where 
it ig the earliest to take advantage of the 
wet season and produce feed for the great 
herds of herbaceous game animals. It is 
drought resistant to a remarkable degree 
and is a perennial. 

This new plant has been tried out and 
proven by Mrs. Galbreath, in Pixley, Cal., 
and also by Eugene Spencer of Los Angeles, 
as already reported in the Farm and Tractor 
Section. That it may be utilized to first 
plant our canyon bottoms and gradually 
spread its carpet towards the summit of the 
hills seems probable, as it is resistant to 
frosts, and drought and seems to stand up 
under alkali. Its greatest merit is its quick 
growth in the early part of the year, as it 
takes advantage of rainfall and would be, 
in the greater_part of the country an all the 
year round pasture. It is named “Napier 
_ Grass” for Col. Napier, who first brought it 
under experimental culture in South Africa, 
and is widely used in Australia and has 
given satisfaction. 

It is propagated through cuttings or root 
segregation, and has a growth much re- 
sembling the Wonder Grass, but not the pe- 
culiar seed pod, the seed being fine and 
spraylike. This grass is claimed to produce 
fifty tons of dry fodder a year, under average 
conditions and provide green pasture for a 
greater number of cattle per acre than any 
other known plant. If one-half that is 
claimed for it by the Anglo-African Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station is true, it seems 
to be just what we need to meet the ques- 
tion of range pasture, and will be tried out 
under careful investigation this coming year 
along these lines—also in alkali waste lands 
with the same object in view, to feed . the 
young stock. ~-

TRYING SPECIAL CROPS. 
Special crops are needed for conditions

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DISCUSS ORCHARD 
PLOWING METHODS. 


POMONA.—Assistant Farm Adviser R. 
W. Hodgson addressed the members of the 
Claremont-La Verne farm center recently 
at “Minnetonka,” the country home of Mr. 
and Mrs. C. S. Sheldon, above La Verne. 
Despite the threatening weather, there was 


good attendance. 


Mr. Hodgson discussed the question, 
“Deep Plowing versus Discing in Citrus Or- 
ehards.” He told of a rather disastrous ex- 
perience of his own in which he tried deep 
plowing in an orchard which had been 
poorly cared for hy the former owner. This 
erchard had been plowed toward the trees 
for several years and in consequence was 
very far from level. In attempting to level 
the orchard by deep plowing, at the same 
time turning under a heavy cover crop, he 
ut many of the roots and so injured the 
Foot system that the trees lost all their 
Mr. Hodgson has watched other or- 
ehards and has come to the conclusion that 
deep plowing is usually detrimental to the 
erchard. If groves have been deeply plowed 
previously and.a deep root system induced, 
succeeding deep p!owing will not do so 
much injury. 

With reference to turning under cover 
crops, Mr. Hodgson stated that it is better 
to turn a crop early even if it is not heavy, 
as there is likely a good root crop under- 
neath and this will do the orchard more 
good if turned in early than if the grower 
waits until the crop is heavy but the grove 
fn a more needy state. 

George Kinne of La Vertie gave his ex- 
perience with going over his orchard with a 
tractor and a double @isc. He states that 
the land is left in a perfectly level condi-

A BIG SEASON | 
FOR PUMPKINS. 


This hag been a great pumpkin season. Iu 
spite of all kinds of insect pests and fungus 
diseases, the pumpkin crop both in quality 
and quantity, has greatly exceeded all ex- 
pectations. As a late intercrop or a catch 
crop there has hardly been another prod- 
uct raised in the county this season which 
has made so much money for the farmer 
with so little expense and effort as pump- 
kins. . To judge from the. hundreds of 
truckloads being hauled daily to the can- 
neries as well as the veritable mountains 
being piled up in the fields and about the 
barns to serve for stock feed, no one need 
lack for pumpkin pie during the coming 
year, 

Yield, size and quality have all been ex- 
ceptionally high. J. C. Craig of Owensmouth 
recently showed the writer a hugh pile of 
forty or fifty of these giant squashes, every 
one of which weighed well over a hundred 
pounds and &.numDer of which topped the 
beam at weights varying from 150 to 
pounds, Mr. Craig also reported a yield of 
twenty tons to the acre.

can be done with pumpkins under the prop- 
A rancher in the El Monta 
section rented ten acres of land badly In- 
fested with Bermuda or devil grass at $10 an 
acre. He plowed it well and put it in good 
shape and planted pumpkins. The huge 
squashes did exceptionally well and yielded 
better than twenty-five tons to the acre and 
at the same time did a good deal toward 
choking out the devil grass. All were sold 
at an average price of $6 per ton. One 
hundred and fifty dollars gross return, less 
$10 rent, less $40 costs of care and han- 
dling (and it could hardly be more even with 
the high cost of labor) leaves a clear profit 
of $100 per acre. 

Prices for pumpkins have run exception- 
ally high, ranging from $5 to $11 a ton. A 
large part of the crop has gone to the can- 
neries where it is put up in attractive form 
and shipped all over the world. Toward 
the end of the season prices fell somewhat, 
largely on account of the unprecedented 
yield. A number of canneries, it is rumored, 


made contracts at relatively high figures 
which contracts they would gladly have 
broken had it been possible to do so when 
prices began to fall. | 
The common variety grown is that known 
popularly as the Cheese pumpkin, which 
makes an excellent canned product. About 
all that is necessary in growing pumpkins, 
is to wait until the weather is warm and all 
danger of frost past before planting. After 
the young plants are up they are cultivated 
several times, or until the vines grow well 
together. In some cases irrigation is 
practiced, which seems to pay well in in- 
creased yield and tonnage. When the vines 
are all dead and the pumpkins well colored, 
they are then gathered and hauled either to 
the cannery or to the barnyard. : 
Pun.pkings make a very safisfactory stock 
feed if balanced up with some foodstuff of 
& protein nature, as they are palatable and 
relished by stock generally. 

If returns received this season are any 
indication (and farmers usually plant that 
crop which brought in the highest returns 
the last year) we shal] expect to see “some 
pumpkins” planted out again this coming

COST TO STAY UP, 
It is the belief of many local tractor men 
that:there will be little change in the cost 
of farm machinery and tools for some 


months to come. There is little chance that 
the prices of established lines of tractors 
will be lower, at least. While machine tools 
and factory equipment has advanced 100 per 
cent, -during ‘the war, the farm machinery 
line has gone up but 40 per cent. it is de 
clared. Should the price of steel decline, 
it will be months before the effect is felt 
by the factories, and more months before 
the consumer feels it. It ig the opinion of 
men whose judgment is gocd in this matter 
that prices will never go back to the old 
scale again. Wages have acquired the 
ability during the past twenty years to mair- 
tain gains in spite of adverse conditions. 
No one should postpone purchasing a trac- 
tor or farm tools merely because of an idea 
that they can be bought more cheaply in 
the future, it is asserted.

ping or bracing peach, apricot and apple 


~ trees Was given a thorough tryout in this 


valley during the past season and it is the 
general opinion.that the method is much 
more effective than the old, with less work 
and less expense for the grower. Formefly 
when deciduous fruits had a big crop, even 
with thinning it was necessary to prop and 
brace carefully, the struts resembling 
those of an elaborate trench system when 
viewed underneath the trees.

Instead of scores of short props there is 
one long, heavy one which is tied to the 
center of the tree against the main stem. 
Sometimes more than one is necessary. 


}}The pole simply extends the main stem, 


giving double strength to it so that the 
branches can be tied to it and supported. 
In so doing the tree is given a false ‘‘back- 
bone,” but one that seems to be necessary. 
This is an especially good method where 
the trees are open-headed ones. If they are 
not, future pruning should develop this de- 
sirable feature. Also many branches can 
be braced by tying to strong. branches in 
center of the tree, restarting balance.

be nothing .than.. ordinary graded, 
gravel trails capable of accommodating a 
team and wagon. If fairly good mountain 
roads existed in the back country, hundreds 
of bee keepers would flock here in a single 
year. The announcement that conditions 
were such that bee men could reach cheap 
mountain lands in Southegn California would 
quickly double the number of apiaries in 
this State.” . 

Dr. Root says that, in a general way, bee 
keeping can be made a tremendously 
profitable side line. He cites the case of a 
man at Ventura who keeps 1000 colonies of 
bees on a mountainside which costs him 
nothing. He is given hig rent for looking 
after the safety of a water company’s hold- 
ings in the canyon, and during the past year 
he made $25,000 out of- his bees and their 
honey. He makes a business of raising Wigh- 
grade queens for tha market. 

A great deal of mountain land admirably 
suited to bee culture can be had for as little 
as $25 per acre, it is claimed, and mountain- 
sides with fairly good roads near at hand 
can be bought for from $10 to $50 per acre. 
In some parts of the mountains they can be 
secured on long-time leases for insignificant 
amounts. 

WAR DEVELOPED MARKETS. 

It is the opinion of Dr. Root that the 
future of honey production is secure. He 


claims that sugar shortage during the war 
forced manufacturers of foodstuffs to begin 
using honey, and he asserts that honey, as a

Ice cream makers, for instance, have 
found that honey makes a cream far su- 
perior to what they were able to manufac- 
ture with sugar, he says. Experts believe 
that honey will be used quite generally, 
from now on, in ice cream factories, even 
though it is more expensive than sugar. 
Candy makers are now using honey exten- 
sively, and it has been employed to a con 
siderable degree in baking and canning dur- 
ing the past twelve months. Dr. Root claims 
that such things as honey cakes and honey 
cookies have come to stay, and the wider 


use of honey is making a bigger outlet for 
the producers. He states that one ice cream 
factory in Cleveland, O., used thirty car- 
] of honey in 1918. 

“The greatest danger to the honey indus- 
try in this State lies m foul brood and other 
bee diseases,” Dr. Root declares. “Foul 
brood is no more prevalent in California 
than in other States, except that there are 
more colonies here and consequently more 
eases of the disease. It is my firm belief 
that bee diseases can be controlled by care- 
ful, conscientious inspection. 

GIVE BEE KEEPER VOICE. 

“It seems to me that the best way to 
conduct inspection is for State legislatures 
to empower county boards of supervisors 
to appoint bee inspectors. The honey indus- 
try has made its most rapid strides in locall- 
ties where bee keepers have formed them-

FARMING AMONG PINES. 

Just back of the.San Francisco peaks in 
Coconino county, Ariz. there is a productive 
little farming community known as Kendrick 
Park. Twenty-six homesteaders have cast 
their lot in this place to battle with the 
elements at an elevation of 8500 feet. Al- 
though at a high elevation, excellent crops 
of oats, barley, and potatoes are grown, the 
dry-land meth«d of farming being used. 
These farmers are by no means “back- 
woodsmen,” although they live in a timber 
district on farms surrounded by tall pines 
and twenty miles from town. ‘They have a 
farm center of their own and are working 
with the Farm Bureau of their county to 
promote the agricultural interests of Art- 
zona.

THE SAN JOAQUIN VALLEY: 


BEAUFORT HUNT, owner of one of 

the show orchards in the Porterville 

© district, is conducting a series of 

valuable experiments in the culture of avo- 

cados and has already done much valuable 

pioneering in determining the adaptability 

of San Joaquin Valley soil and climate to 
this industry. 

Mr. Hunt, who came to California. several 
years ago from England, after a long resi- 
dence in India, took up citrus culture ab a 
diversion, but due to the intelligent care he 
has given his property, it has been a source 
of considerable revenue as well. 

Experiments have been made on the Hunt 
orchards with the Taft, Northrup, Harman, 
Fuerte, Sebastian and Pueblo varieties, the 
Northrup trees, set out first, having attained 
almost full fruit age. Other varieties range 
in age from two to five years. / 

The Northrup is about six years of age, 
and during that period has attained a height 
of about fifteen feet, with a diameter slight- 
ly leas than that. From two tree this sea- 
son Mr. Hunt took about 400 first grade 
fruits, which sold in the East for about $7 
per. dézen, making them a source of un- 
doubted income. The fruits were well de- 
veloped, about three inches in length, very 
buttery in flavor and with very little fiber. 
Apparently the ‘Northrup trees are particu- 
larly adapted to the soil and climatic condi- 
tions of the central valleys, as it has been 
uninjured in foliage or blossom, despite un- 


usnal heat of the past summer. It also has 


stood low temperature with no apparent in- 
jury. 

The Taft variety, Mr. Hunt's experiments 
would indicate, is not adapted to the in- 
terior valleys. The trees of this strain were 
badly scalded during the extreme heat of 
midsummer and new growth was scorched 
during winter periods when lemons and or-

anges; as well as other varieties of avo- 
cados were uninjured. 

Fuerte and Pueblo strains of the fruit on 
the Hunt property are just coming into bear- 
ing, and both promise to be valuable sorts. 
They are rapid growers, having attained in 
their third season a height of around seven 
feet, with dense foliage, and having given 
every indication of being particularly hardy. 
Trees on the Hunt property show there is 
very little to choose between the Harman 
and Northrup variety. The Harman trees 
have proven to be prolific growers, very 

hardy and free in fruit. 

In Mr. Hunt’s experiments there have been 
two outstanding facts. The avocado in the 

central valleys requires a wealth of plant 

food, and a great deal of water. It has been 

demonstrated, however, .that fertilization 

must be done with discretion, that the trees 

need, during their period of maturity, fre- 

quent small applications of fertilizer, and 

that the later growth may be retarded by 
forcing too greatly during the first two years. 

Comparative tests indicate that stable ma- 
nure ig superior to commercial fertilizers. 
Water is applied liberally during the entire 
growing season, ahd when buds appear the 
soil is kept to the optimum content of mois- 

ture constantly. Mr. Hunt believes a con- 

stant drip from a hydrant located near the 
base of the trees, and kept open during the 

budding and fruiting season, may prove the 
best practice, although this has not yet been 
worked out. No cultivation has been given 
the trees, except sufficient to keep down the 
rank weeds. Pruning has been done very 
carefully and only enough to keep the trées 
in shape. | 

It is indicated on the Hunt orchards that 
the avocado will thrive in the San Joaquin 
Valley in any portion of the district suffi- 
rciently slLeltered to grow lemons and other 
aub-tropical fruits. It is also shown, how- 
ever, that attention must be given to those

Several acres of the Hunt orchard are given 
over to an experimental plot, where several 
tropical fruits new to this section are under 


cultivation. Work already done indicates 
that the feijoa sellowiana, or pineapple 
guava, will grow luxuriantly. It requires 


very little expert care, except that liberal 
applications of water are needed during the 
fruiting season. It is extremely hardy, and 
is of value to a country place not only for 
its fruit, but for beauty of foliage. In this
